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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


Donn  B.  Griffin,  Chairman  of  Selectmen 

In  April  the  Board  reorganized  and  reelected  Donn  B. 
Griffin  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen;  Barry  A. 
Hemeon  was  reelected  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Assessors 
and  Juliana  Peterson  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Health 
and  Clerk  of  all  Boards. 

In  April  Mrs.  Peterson  was  elected  to  fill  the  unexpired 
term  created  by  Haden  Greenhalgh’s  election  to  the  General 
Court. 

This  year  we  have  moved  the  resume  form  to  the  front 
of  the  book  for  all  those  interested  in  serving  on  a  Town 
Committee  in  hopes  of  getting  greater  response  than  we 
have  in  past  years.  We  strongly  solicit  your  constructive 
participation  in  your  Town  Government. 
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An  Article  has  been  submitted  for  the  upcoming  Town 
Meeting  to  build  an  addition  to  Town  Hall  which  is  desper¬ 
ately  needed.  Last  year  we  asked  you  to  furnish  funds  for 
plans,  but  cautioned  not  to  vote  for  the  drawings  unless  you 
were  prepared  to  support  construction  when  the  plans  were 
completed.  We  did  not  want  to  buy  plans  only  to  have  them 
gather  dust. 

Your  vote  to  override  any  State  imposed  “CAP”  was 
gratifying  for  it  supports  our  belief  in  “Home  Rule”.  That 
we  didn’t  exceed  4%  emphasizes  that  voters  in  Harwich  know 
how  to  spend  their  money  wisely.  Perhaps  if  the  State  would 
start  to  set  a  better  example,  dictates  about  CAPS  would  be 
more  credible. 

Municipal  Government  is  affected  by  inflation  just  as 
the  homeowner  is;  fuel  oil,  vehicles,  supplies,  services,  gaso¬ 
line  and  virtually  everything  else  has  increased  in  price.  If 
Town  services  are  to  be  maintained  at  the  present  level  infla¬ 
tion  must  take  its  toll.  It  costs  more  for  ambulance  service, 
police  protection,  street  lights,  highways,  the  list  is  almost 
endless  .  .  .  certainly  a  part  of  this  is  salaries.  We  must  pay 
higher  salaries  to  attract  and  hold  people  to  staff  our  munici¬ 
pal  departments.  We  have  many  unions  and  a  Personnel 
Plan  all  with  yearly  built  in  increases.  In  spite  of  soaring 
inflation  the  tax  rate  was  reduced! 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  obtaining  grants  for  various 
projects,  such  as  the  restoration  of  the  original  Quason  pur¬ 
chase  deed,  the  Wychmere  Harbor  Dock  ($100,000.),  other 
grants  including  the  study  of  the  expansion  of  Saquatucket 
Harbor  for  Commercial  Fishermen.  These  grants  are  seldom 
all  inclusive  and  normally  require  financial  participation  by

We  have  had  many  public  meetings  on  the  “TOPICS” 
proposal  relative  to  traffic  control  for  safety  and  have  made 
our  final  recommendation  to  the  State. 

As  we  do  each  year  we  welcome  all  new  residents  to 
Harwich  and  invite  you  to  visit  Town  Hall  so  we  may  meet 
you. 


The  “Know  Your  Town”  course  we  offered  at  the  High 
School  evenings  had  to  be  cancelled  this  year  because  not

enough  signed  up  for  it.  Unfortunately,  many  felt  it  was  not 
a  free  course.  It  is  and  will  be  offered  next  year. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  Committees  and 
individuals  who  work  so  constructively  and  faithfully  for  the 
betterment  of  Harwich.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Assessors 


To  the  Citizens  of  Harwich: 

This  year  the  Board  of  Assessors  was  fortunate  to  hire 
Robert  Healy  as  Assistant  Assessor  and  we  were  also  able  to 
reduce  the  1980  tax  rate.  It  was  not  possible  to  implement  re¬ 
valuation  in  time  to  use  the  new  values  for  setting  the  itax 
rate.  The  revaluation  firm  of  Patten  Appraisal  Associates 
assures  us  however,  that  they  will  be  able  to  meet  the  new 
schedule  which  calls  for  hearings  to  be  held  in  June  and  July. 
The  1981  rate  will  be  set  using  the  new  values. 

A  new  classification  amendment  has  been  enacted  by  the 
General  Court.  As  of  this  writing  we  are  unsure  what  effect 
it  will  have  on  Harwich.  We  have  included  funds  in  this 
year’s  budget  to  microfilm  our  records  and  have  also  sub¬ 
mitted  an  article  to  continue  our  work  on  property  ownership. 
We  would  appreciate  your  support  of  these  items. 

For  the  first  time  we  are  including  a  copy  of  the  Cherry 
Sheet  which  lists  the  estimated  receipts  from  the  State  and 
the  estimated  charges  due  the  State  and  County  government. 
We  hope  this  results  in  a  better  understanding  of  what  ex¬ 
ternal  factors  affect  our  tax  rate.

The  Commonwealth’s  Bureau  of  Accounts  completed  work 
in  May  1978  on  an  audit  of  the  Town’s  accounts  for  the  period 
July  1,  1976  to  September  30,  1977.  The  then  Director  of  Ac¬ 
counts  submitted  the  report  to  the  Town  on  August  17,  1979. 
The  Bureau  also  made  an  audit  of  the  Cape  Cod  Regional 
Technical  High  School  for  the  period  July  1,  1976  to  January 
31,  1978,  and  on  July  2,  1979  submitted  a  report  thereon  to 
the  School  District  Committee  members.  A  copy  of  each  re¬ 
port  is  available  for  inspection  at  Town  Hall.  The  charge  for 
audits  by  the  Bureau  is  made  through  Cherry  Sheet  assess¬ 
ment.  Such  assessments  against  the  Town  in  FY  1979  and 
FY  1980  covering  costs  in  calendar  years  1977  and  1978  totalled 
$28,386.53,  the  bulk  being  for  the  Town  audit  but  including 
a  proportionate  share  of  the  Technical  School  audit,  accord¬ 
ing  to  information  from  the  Bureau. 

Coopers  &  Lybrand,  independent  accountants,  were  ap¬ 
pointed  under  Article  90-1978  to  examine  the  accounts  for 
FY  1979.  A  copy  of  their  report  will  be  made  available  for 
inspection  at  Town  Hall  when  received.

As  we  approached  1979,  we  were  faced  with  heavy  in¬ 
creases  in  both  criminal  and  service  oriented  activity.  Our 
budget  and  article  requests  were  designed  to  combat  the  in¬ 
creases  in  criminal  activity  and  to  better  provide  for  the 
increased  demand  for  services.  Apparently,  our  programs 
were  effective  and  we  were  pleased  to  note  an  overall  decrease 
of  11%  in  Part  I  Criminal  Incidents  and  a  10%  decrease  in 
motor  vehicle  accidents.  Service  oriented  activity  showed  an 
overall  increase  of  15.63%. 

During  1979,  in  the  face  of  spiraling  energy  costs,  we 
instituted  several  programs  designed  to  cut  back  on  fuel  con¬ 
sumption  and  utility  costs.  We  are  happy  to  advise  that  we 
cut  our  gasoline  consumption  by  more  than  3,000  gallons. 
Our  thermostats  are  never  set  above  65  degrees  and  unneces¬ 
sary  lighting  is  not  utilized. 

Court  fines  for  the  year  1979,  returned  to  the  Town  of 
Harwich,  totaled  $24,485.20.  An  increase  of  $16,207.34  over  the 
amount  returned  during  1978.  This  figure  also  represents  an 
amount  equal  to  50%  of  the  overall  cost,  you  voted  during 
1978,  to  hire  5  additional  police  officers. 
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During  1980,  we  will  continue  to  look  for  new  methods 
of  conserving  fuel  and  cutting  utility  costs.  We  shall  also 
continue  our  efforts  to  improve  our  overall  operating  effi¬ 
ciency  and  service  to  the  citizens.  However,  the  areas  we 
feel  deserve  the  most  concentration  are  as  follows: 

A  further  reduction  in  motor  vehicle  accidents 
through  increased  enforcement.  Our  newly  formed 
Highway  Safety  Division,  with  three  officers,  will 
have  as  their  primary  function,  the  enforcement  of 
traffic  laws  and  accident  investigations. 

A  further  reduction  in  Breaking  and  Entering 
(Burglary),  Larceny  and  Vandalism.  We  feel  that  a 
portion  of  the  decreases,  experienced  during  1979, 
relate  to  the  increased  number  of  concerned  citizens 
who  called  to  report  what  they  felt  was  suspicious 
activity.  We  encourage  each  and  every  citizen  to  re¬ 
port  anything  you  feel  is  suspicious  to  the  police 
department.  We  need  your  help  in  order  to  make 
your  town  a  safer  and  more  enjoyable  community. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  various 
Town  Departments,  Committees,  members  of  the  Police  De¬ 
partment,  and  all  citizens  of  the  Town  for  their  cooperation 
and  assistance  during  1978.  My  special  thanks,  appreciation 
and  congratulations  to  Velmas  S.  (Peg)  Munsey,  who  retired 
from  the  Police  Department  during  1979,  for  her  many  years 
of  loyal  service  to  the  Town  of  Harwich.

II.  Insurance  Information 

During  1979,  property  subject  to  minimum  rates  remained 
at  Grade  C.  Specifically  rated  property  remained  in  the  6th 
class.  We  thank  the  Harwich  Water  Department  for  the 
improvements  and  excellent  maintenance  of  a  fine  hydrant 
system  —  a  large  and  determining  factor  in  the  low  insur¬ 
ance  rating  enjoyed  by  the  Town.  Continued  excellence  in 
our  water  system  complemented  by  future  suggested  Fire 
Department  improvements  are  aimed  at  lower  fire  insurance 
rates  for  the  years  to  come. 

III.  Personnel 

The  Harwich  Fire  Department  presently  operates  with  a 
total  complement  of  twenty-three  (23)  full-time,  twenty  (20) 
call,  and  one  (1)  part  time  employee. 

Excluding  times  of  sickness  and  vacations,  there  are  four 
firefighters  and  one  captain  on  duty  at  all  times.  Two  fire¬ 
fighters  and  the  captain  are  stationed  at  Headquarters,  and 
the  remaining  men  man  the  East  Harwich  Station  (Station 
#2).

At  present,  considering  the  increase  in  emergencies  over 
the  past  several  years,  one  of  the  biggest  needs  of  your  fire 
department  is  the  addition  of  dispatchers.  Presently,  one  of 
the  three  men  on  duty  at  Headquarters  Station  assumes  this 
responsibility,  depriving  the  firefighting  or  rescue  force  of  a 
valuable  man.  The  addition  of  dispatchers  to  the  on-duty 
force  would  enable  the  Headquarters  Station  equipment  to 
respond  to  emergencies  with  all  three  men  and  would  elimi¬ 
nate  holding  one  behind  to  man  the  telephones  and  alarm 
boards. 

In  a  recent  re-organization  of  the  administration  of  the 
Department  several  changes  were  made.  Chief  Hall,  after 
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serving  the  town  for  thirty  years,  retired  and  was  replaced 
with  Chief  John  Trocchi,  past  member  of  the  Hyannis  and 
Centerville-Osterville  Fire  Departments,  and,  most  recently, 
Chief  of  the  Gilford,  N.H.  Fire  Department.  Robert  Hudson, 
who  did  an  admirable  job  as  Acting  Chief  for  several  months, 
was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Deputy  Fire  Chief  and  along 
with  his  new  responsibilities,  remains  in  charge  of  the  Fire 
Prevention  Division.  Wilfred  Remillard,  an  experienced  fire¬ 
fighter  with  special  schooling  in  fire  prevention  and  inspec¬ 
tion  activities,  was  re-assigned  to  the  Fire  Prevention  Division 
assisting  Deputy  Hudson  in  inspection  work,  plans  approval, 
and  general  fire  prevention  work.  Captains  and  shift  fire¬ 
fighters  have  assumed  new  and  increased  responsibilities  re¬ 
sulting  in  a  more  productive  department,  better  able  to  serve 
the  citizens  of  Harwich.  Everyone,  including  the  Local  Fire¬ 
fighter’s  Union,  the  Fire  Association,  and  the  Ladies  Auxiliary 
have  joined  to  make  your  Fire  Department  second  to  none  on 
Cape  Cod. 

IV.  Fire  Prevention  Services 

The  Fire  Prevention  and  Investigation  Division  of  the 
Harwich  Fire  Department  experienced  a  busy  year.  The  im¬ 
portance  of  thorough  fire  investigation  has  revealed  a  huge 
rise  in  arson  fires  throughout  the  nation  as  well  as  in  the 
immediate  area.  Constant  schooling  is  required  to  recognize 
and  prosecute  these  cases.  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Harwich 
Police  Department,  and  especially  the  Detective  Division  for 
their  cooperation  in  this  field.

V.  Emergency  Medical  Services 

Eighty  percent  of  emergencies  answered  by  the  Harwich 
Fire  Department  involve  medical  emergencies  and  auto  acci¬ 
dents.  Your  firefighters  serve  a  dual  role.  In  addition  to  their 
firefighting  expertise,  their  training  as  E.M.T.s  (Emergency 
Medical  Technicians)  and  the  fact  that  seven  are  Paramedics 
enable  them  to  offer  the  most  advanced  techniques  in  emer- 
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gercy  care  —  thus  making  Harwich  a  much  safer  place  in 
which  to  visit  or  live. 

Most  citizens  in  Harwich  appreciate  the  role  played  by 
their  Fire  Department  in  emergency  medical  aid,  but  few  re¬ 
alize  that,  excluding  personnel  and  vehicle  costs,  most  life¬ 
saving  equipment  and  supplies  are  purchased  with  donations 
received  from  both  the  users  of  the  ambulances  and  those 
who  simply  donate  to  our  Rescue  Fund  realizing  its  worthi¬ 
ness  as  a  recipient  of  contributions.  The  town,  as  a  whole, 
benefits  from  this  mode  of  operation  since  it  is  usually  un¬ 
necessary  to  use  any  tax  funds  in  the  day-to-day  operations 
of  the  Harwich  Fire  Department  emergency  ambulances.

An  immediate  replacement  for  Rescue  62  is  needed  and 
will  be  discussed  at  a  Special  Meeting  in  the  near  future.  Fu¬ 
ture  replacement  recommendations  include  the  elimination 
of  two  vehicles,  Forestry  68  and  Engine  65,  and  replacing  them 
with  one  combination  tanker/pumper.  This  replacement  and 
consolidation  would  enable  your  Fire  Department  to  main¬ 
tain  its  firefighting  punch  and  carry  water  essential  in  non¬ 
hydrant  areas  —  doing  so  with  one,  modern  vehicle  rather 
than  the  present  two,  outdated  vehicles. 

All  vehicles  within  the  Department  have  been  placed  on 
a  schedule  of  vigorous  preventive  maintenance  aimed  at  pre¬ 
venting  serious  problems  before  they  affect  emergency  opera¬ 
tions.  Coordinated  by  our  firefighter/mechanic,  Robert  Wil- 
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liams,  the  program  has  already  saved  much  maintenance 
expense  by  detecting  and  eliminating  problems  when  they  are 
small. 

VII.  Summary 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
the  call  and  permanent  members  of  the  Harwich  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  who  have  made  the  administrative  transition  experi¬ 
enced  by  the  Department  as  smooth  as  possible.  As  a  new 
Chief  with  much  to  learn,  I  have  learned  very  quickly  that 
the  employees  of  the  Harwich  Fire  Department  are  of  the 
highest  calibre.  It  is  through  their  continual  cooperation, 
and  with  thanks  for  the  past  cooperation  from  the  Selectmen,

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Report  of  the  Civil  Defense  Director 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  to  the  Citizens  of  Harwich: 

Civil  Preparedness  is,  by  law,  a  joint  responsibility  of  the 
Federal  Government,  and  state  and  local  governments.  Each 
has  a  distinctive  and  complementary  role.  The  local  com¬ 
munity,  however,  is  where  the  basic  action  is  —  where  lives 
are  saved  or  lost  when  disaster  strikes.  In  peacetime,  planning 
and  operations  forms  a  solid  base  for  readiness  when  disaster 
strikes. 

We  accomplished  several  things  during  the  past  year. 
First  of  all,  we  completed  and  moved  into  the  addition  to  the 
rear  of  the  Police  Station,  which  included  in  the  basement,  an 
Emergency  Operations  Center  for  Civil  Defense.  We  have  re¬ 
ceived  a  first  installment  of  some  six  thousand  dollars  from 
the  State  Civil  Defense  Agency  to  equip  this  E.  O.  C. 

Through  the  able  assistance  of  Mrs.  Anne  Smith,  our 
Town  Coordinator  for  surplus  property,  we  have  stockpiled  a 
number  of  stretcher  cots  and  blankets  at  the  Elementary 
School  on  South  Street  and  here  at  the  E.  O.  C. 

All  public  buildings  in  the  Town  were  surveyed  during  the 
past  year  by  the  “U.S.  Army,  Corps  of  Engineers”  representa¬ 
tives  to  aid  us  in  our  crisis  relocation  plans.  A  result  of  this 
survey  was  to  add  a  block  wall  in  the  Cape  Cod  Tech  School 
building,  which  added  to  our  shelter  space. 

Crisis  relocation  planning  was  started  between  1977-1979, 
and  will  be  continued  in  the  1980’s.  Planning  includes  moving 
people  from  risk  areas  to  “Host”  areas.  Harwich,  as  a  Host 
area,  must  plan  on  preparations  for  the  public  on  “where  to 
go  and  what  to  do”  if  relocation  is  directed  upon  notification 
by  National  Authorities.  This  would  be  done  during  interna¬ 
tional  problems  or  nuclear  accidents. 

During  the  year,  we  participated  in  monthly  meetings, 
training  seminars,  and  an  area-wide  test  exercise,  in  which  I 
am  glad  to  report,  that  all  of  the  Selectmen,  and  every  town 
department  was  represented.  During  this  exercise,  we  found 
that  some  departments  lacked  the  equipment  and  the  means 
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to  adequately  do  their  job  during  a  severe  emergency.  Hope¬ 
fully,  the  deficiencies  will  be  remedied  in  the  future. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  Department  heads,  organizations, 
officials  and  the  numerous  volunteers  who  contributed  to  the 
goals  of  our  Civil  Defense  Organization  in  Harwich.  My 
thanks  to  all  of  you  in  helping  during  the  year.

I  hereby  submit  my  report  of  activity  in  the  Building 
Department  for  1979.  A  total  of  $17,032.00  was  collected  in 
various  fees  and  paid  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

1979  has  been  an  active  year  in  the  Building  Department. 
We  have  seen  an  increase  in  building  permits  from  493  in 

1978  to  550  in  1979.  Estimated  cost  of  construction  has  in¬ 
creased  from  $7,798,968.00  in  1978  to  $11,732,028.00  in  1979. 

There  were  85  Certificates  of  Inspection  issued  to  public 
and  semi-public  use  group  buildings.  This  group  includes 
restaurants,  motels,  lodging  houses,  churches,  schools  and 
places  of  public  assembly.

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Report  of  the  Highway  Surveyor 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  your  Highway 
Surveyor  for  the  Town  of  Harwich. 

First,  I  wish  to  thank  the  voters  of  Harwich  for  their 
show  of  confidence  in  re-electing  me  for  another  three  year 
term. 

For  the  past  eight  years  the  Town  of  Harwich  has  incor¬ 
porated  chip  sealing  and  processed  stone  into  its  ongoing 
road  maintenance  program  at  a  vast  savings.  In  one  year 
alone,  we  estimate  to  have  saved  2,000  to  3,000  tons  of  re¬ 
surfacing  material  which,  without  profiling,  would  have  been 
needed  as  a  leveling  course  prior  to  resurfacing.  Since  this 
material  runs  about  $20  per  ton,  the  savings  in  this  area 
alone  is  highly  impressive.  The  material  can  be  used  success¬ 
fully  for  pothole  work  and  shoulder  curbing. 

Correction  of  numerous  drainage  problems  as  well  as 
maintenance  to  roadsides  was  accomplished  in  our  program 
this  year.  We  have  spent  over  $9,000  on  sign  replacement 
caused  by  vandalism  this  year. 

The  following  roads  were  paved  with  1%  inches  of  binder: 
Lakeside  Terrace,  Lakeview  Drive,  Mockingbird  Lane, 
Hamilton  Place,  Arbutus  Lane,  Nevins  Lane,  Periwinkle 
Way,  part  of  Sandpiper  Way,  part  of  Marlin  Lane, 
Williamsburg  Avenue,  Freshwater  Drive,  Wayside  Drive, 
Division  Street,  Third  and  Forsythia,  Round  Cove  Road 
to  harbor,  and  Silver  Street. 

We  are  now  in  the  process  of  correcting  the  intersections 
of  Great  Western  and  Depot  Street  and  Great  Western  and 
Main  Street,  North  Harwich. 

It’s  impossible  to  ignore  the  evidence.  Ongoing  road 
maintenance  is  not  a  luxury,  it  is  a  necessity.  Effective  plan¬ 
ning  systems,  along  with  energy  conscious  programs,  are 
essential  to  save  our  roads  and  dollars,  and  possibly  even  our 
lives. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Engineer, 
the  various  Town  Departments,  Committees,  private  contrac- 
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tors,  and  last  but  not  least,  the  men  of  the  Highway  Depart¬ 
ment  without  whom  I  could  not  have  completed  a  successful 
year.

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

During  the  past  year,  the  Engineering  Department  has 
been  involved  with  projects  of  various  size,  scope  and  nature. 
Assistance  has  been  given  to  the  Highway  Department,  Water 
Department,  School  Department  and  Assessors  Department 
in  the  process  of  their  work. 

The  major  time  consuming  project  was  the  preparation 
of  road  layouts.  The  Department  prepared  16  layouts  of 
private  roads  for  Town  meeting  acceptance  as  town  roads. 
These  roads  and  their  approximate  lengths,  in  feet,  are  as 
follows :

If  the  town  accepts  these  roads,  the  Highway  Depart¬ 
ment  maintenance  responsibility  will  increase  by  four  (4) 
miles. 

Other  plans  were  prepared  by  ithe  Department  for  land 
acquisition  along  the  south  side  of  Lower  County  Road  at  the 
curve  between  Riverside  Drive  and  Belmont  Road.  This  ac¬ 
quisition  would  permit  the  removal  of  vegetation  along  the 
road  curve  in  order  to  improve  sight  distance.  It  is  not  pro¬ 
posed  at  this  time  to  flatten  the  curve;  however,  it  is  hoped 
that  improvements  proposed  at  this  time  will  result  in  a 
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safer  road.  Since  Lower  County  Road  is  a  County  roadway, 
the  County  Commissioners  have  been  petitioned  to  take  the 
necessary  action. 

Kildee  Road  in  Harwich  Port  was  another  road  which 
was  given  our  attention.  This  road  right-of-way  is  presently 
20  feet  wide  but  has  been  paved  beyond  the  limits  of  the 
right-of-way.  The  encroachment  on  private  property  is  pro¬ 
nounced  at  its  intersection  with  Lower  County  Road.  Due  to 
the  vegetation  and  fences  at  this  intersection,  safe  access  to 
Lower  County  Road  is  limited  if  not  impossible.  In  order  to 
improve  access,  permit  enforcement  of  Town  By-laws  and 
permit  legal  maintenance  of  this  road  by  the  Highway  De¬ 
partment,  we  have  prepared  a  plan  which  will  increase  the 
right-of-way  to  forty  feet. 

Due  to  the  high  number  of  accidents  occurring  at  the 
Pleasant  Lake  Avenue-Queen  Anne  Road  intersection,  a 
flashing  beacon  was  proposed  last  year.  Funds  to  implement 
the  plan  were  not  appropriated.  Other  attempts  to  minimize 
problems  at  this  intersection  resulted  in  the  Highway  De¬ 
partment  painting  stripes  across  the  approach  line  (Queen 
Anne  Road)  to  this  intersection.  It  is  hoped  that  drivers  will 
react  to  the  flashing  affect  created  by  these  stripes. 

The  100%  design  review  plans  for  the  Safety  Improve¬ 
ment  Project  (TOPICS)  for  Harwich  have  been  reviewed  and 
comments  submitted  to  the  State  DPW.  As  a  result  of  a 
Public  Meeting  held  on  December  21,  1979,  the  Selectmen 
recommended  that 

1)  improvements  be  made  in  accordance  with  the 
plans  at  eight  locations 

2)  that  limited  improvements  be  made  at  two 
locations 

3)  that  three  locations  be  eliminated  from  the 
project. 

The  construction  of  a  fish  ladder  and  spillway  at  Hinck¬ 
ley’s  Pond  and  Herring  River  by  the  Massachusetts  Division 
of  Marine  Fisheries  has  been  completed.  The  completion  of 
this  project  will  permit  better  control  of  the  water  for  agri¬ 
culture  and  fisheries. 

As  in  the  past,  the  Department  has  reviewed  the  various 
plans  for  the  Planning  Board  and  made  recommendations  to 
the  Planning  Board  prior  to  their  taking  any  action.  In 
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addition  to  plan  review,  we  assist  the  Board  with  the  inspec¬ 
tion  of  the  various  construction  improvements. 

The  cooperation  received  by  other  Departments  has  re¬ 
sulted  in  a  more  efficient  and  productive  operation  by  this 
Department.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  gift  of  a  3.35  acre  piece  of  waterfront  property  to 
the  Town  of  Harwich  by  Mrs.  Frances  Gray  Merkel  of  Grosse 
Point,  Michigan,  is  gratefully  acknowledged  by  the  Conser¬ 
vation  Commission,  under  whose  jurisdiction  the  Nantucket 
Sound  site  will  be  administered.  Mrs.  Merkel  expressly  stated 
in  her  deed  that  the  area  is  for  beach  enjoyment  and  never 
can  be  built  upon  or  commercialized.  The  area  is  accessible 
from  Snow  Inn  Road.  The  Commission  also  thanks  Town 
Counsel,  James  M.  Falla,  for  his  assistance  in  the  legal  part 
of  the  transfer. 

During  the  year,  21  meetings  were  held  at  Brooks  Acad¬ 
emy  for  issuing  conditions  for  applicants  who  wished  to 
build  within  a  wetlands  area  or  otherwise  alter  the  grounds. 
In  addition,  there  were  close  to  200  inspections  of  land  sites 
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for  determination  of  applicability,  conditions  compliance, 
and  possible  violations  of  the  State  Wetlands  Act.  There 
were  28  formal  open  meeting  hearings  which  involved  re¬ 
search,  site  inspection,  testimony,  and  consultation  with 
other  town  boards  and  officers  before  the  necessary  condi¬ 
tions  were  issued  for  the  projects  involved.  The  desire  of  the 
petitioners  to  conform  with  the  State  and  local  laws  for  wet¬ 
land  protection  is  most  admirable. 

At  Berry  Patch  Farm,  105  free  gardens  were  used  out  of 
the  113  available.  Many  gardeners  enjoyed  a  good  harvest, 
while  a  few  let  the  weeds  get  ahead  of  them.  All  gardens 
were  graded  for  results  and  renewal  permissions.  A  fee  will 
have  to  be  charged  this  coming  season  because  of  the  cost  of 
water.  In  the  past,  this  water  has  been  donated  by  the  Water 
Department. 

For  Arbor  Day,  500  trees  were  provided  for  the  school 
children  planting  program.  Another  3500  were  distributed  to 
residents  for  home  planting.  This  program  will  be  repeated 
this  Spring  with  the  time  of  distribution  to  be  announced 
later. 

Three  members  left  the  Commission  this  year.  Raymond 
“Link”  Thacher  resigned  after  10  years  of  volunteer  conser¬ 
vation  work  for  the  Town,  and  will  concentrate  on  his  cran¬ 
berry  business  and  tree  warden  duties.  He  will  assist  in  our 
tree  planting  program.  Donald  Bates,  Jr.  resigned,  and 
Worcester  Merriam  now  lives  in  Barnstable. 

New  appointments  were  Robert  B.  Coffin,  David  F.  Costa, 
and  Nancy  M.  Kuhn. 

Further  gifts  of  land  for  Conservation  purposes  are  un¬ 
der  consideration.  The  interest  by  the  Townspeople  on  the 
whole  in  reserving  open  space,  keeping  clean  water,  protec¬ 
tion  of  fisheries,  and  other  conservation  measures  is  out¬ 
standing. 

The  Harwich  Conservation  Commission  extends  thanks 
to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Building  Inspector,  Town  Engi¬ 
neer,  Town  Counsel,  and  all  other  departments  which  aided 
the  conservation  work.

Committee  on  Harbor  Development  (COHD) 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  Harwich: 

Organized  in  August  1979  by  the  Selectmen,  the  Commit¬ 
tee  on  Harbor  Development  (COHD)  was  specifically  charged 
with  the  planning  and  management  of  all  studies  associated 
with  determining  the  feasibility  and  development  of  a  plan 
to  situate,  construct,  and  maintain  a  commercial  fishboat 
basin  at  Saquatucket  Harbor.  In  determining  a  proper  plan, 
5  considerations  were  paramount: 

a.  The  harbor  plan  must  generate  a  sufficient  number 
of  jobs  in  the  private  sector  so  as  to  make  a  healthy  dent  in 
Harwich’s  5-year  annual  unemployment  rate  of  15.4%  —  say 
—  cut  it  in  half  with  about  150-175  jobs  not  including  user- 
boat  crews.  In  short,  create  a  year-round  fleet  support  serv¬ 
ice  industry. 

b.  A  harbor  plan  which  would  significantly  contribute 
to  the  Harwich  tax  base  by  dint  of  fees,  charges,  services  etc. 
In  short,  deliver  monies  to  Town  Coffers  significantly  above 
the  present  2:1  intake-to-cost  ratio  of  present  harbor  pro¬ 
ceeds. 

c.  A  harbor  plan  which  would  take  maximum  advantage 
of  the  Federal  200-mile  limit  statute  relative  to  dollars  spent 
by  the  fishing  fleet  in  the  immediate  community  (the  na¬ 
tional  average  is  70^  for  every  $1  paid  for  fish). 

d.  A  harbor  design  which  could  qualify  easily  for  Fed¬ 
eral  and  State  grants  for  both  planning  and  construction — 
including  a  harbor  which  would  sit  on  Town  land  presently 
owned  or  such  as  could  be  acquired  at  affordable  costs  to  the 
Town. 

e.  A  harbor  plan  which  would  service  the  fleet  but  also 
provide  the  now-non-existant  offload  facilities  from  boat  off- 
load-to-boxed  transport  with  no  fish-processing  involved; 
moreover,  a  plan  which  would  materially  resolve  the  serious 
Andrews  River  drainage  problem  consonant  with  town,  state, 
and  federal  wishes  leaving  the  new  and  old  harbors  to  be 
entirely  controlled  by  the  Town  of  Harwich,  unencumbered 
by  the  state  or  federal  bureaucracies. 
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The  Harbor  Study  program  resultant  from  the  charter 
given  the  group  resulted  in  the  creation  of  a  three-phase 
study  and  design  program  begun  in  late  September  and  tar¬ 
geted  for  completion  in  early  February  1980: 

Phase  I  —  A  feasibility  study  of  the  engineering  data  and 
design  parameters  and  an  economic  study  of  the  cost-benefit 
ratios  from  the  creation  of  a  fish-boat  basin.  The  studies  are 
being  supported  by  an  engineering  firm  and  Suffolk  Uni¬ 
versity  utilizing  a  Mass.  Coastal  Zone  Grant  of  $7500.  A  pub¬ 
lic  hearing  was  held  before  some  55  persons  on  November  2. 
A  second  is  scheduled  in  February  1980  and  the  entire  Phase 
I  is  on  schedule  in  time  and  cost.  A  final  report  is  due  in  late 
February. 

Phase  II  —  A  detailed  engineering  design  study  to  begin 
about  April  1980  to  include  borings,  environmental  studies, 
drainage  assessments,  and  detailed  bulkhead  and  channel 
design.  This  Phase  to  be  supported  jointly  by  the  New  Eng¬ 
land  Regional  Commission  ($12,500)  matched  with  transferred 
funds  from  the  Town  ($5,000). 

Phase  III  —  A  final  engineering  design  and  harbor  man¬ 
agement  design  to  be  submitted  in  final  drawing  for  a  multi¬ 
million  dollar  federal  Economic  Development  Agency  and 
Army  Corps  of  Engineers  joint-funded  construction  project. 
A  grant  of  $15,200  has  been  approved  by  the  Mass.  Coastal 
Zone  Office  to  support  this  final  phase  provided  the  Town 
sees  fit  to  match  transferred  funds  in  the  amount  of  $3800. 
Phase  III  is  anticipated  for  completion  about  October  1,  1980. 

The  COHD  Committee  in  the  support  of  the  program  has 
given  many  presentations  to  Town,  State,  and  Federal  agen¬ 
cies,  funding  groups,  and  local  service  clubs  in  efforts  to 
assure  both  study  and  construction  funding  as  well  as  to 
deseminate  correct  and  complete  detail  on  the  progress  of 
the  program.  Additionally,  a  complete  aerial  survey  of  Har¬ 
wich  harbor  has  been  completed  in  conjunction  with  Phase 
I.  All  of  these  have  been  at  no  cost  to  the  Town  despite  the 
travel  and  logistic  costs  involved. 

In  December  of  1979,  the  Cape  Cod  Coastal  Zone  Advisory 
Committee,  in  recommending  Harwich  for  the  $15,200  grant 
for  Phase  III,  chose  Harwich  as  number  one  priority  project 
on  the  Cape  and  thereupon  voted  the  Town  first  in  line  for 
grant  funds.  In  early  January,  the  CZM  regional  committee 
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in  Boston  viewed  the  Harwich  harbor  project  with  similar 
priority. 

It  would  appear  the  Town  is  on  its  way  to  a  major  pro¬ 
gram  if  it  wishes  it.  A  new  basin  would  do  much  to  revitalize 
Harwich’s  economic  fortunes  at  minimum  cost  to  itself.  Yet 
we  must  remind  ourselves  that  there  is  no  such  thing  as  A 
FREE  LUNCH!

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

This  Commission’s  primary  objective  for  the  year  1979 
was  to  provide  the  Townspeople  with  recreational  opportun¬ 
ities  and  to  maintain  the  areas  under  our  jurisdiction  with 
economy  and  conservation  in  mind.  The  Recreation  Build¬ 
ing  was  used  by  fifty-three  different  Harwich  groups  and 
organizations  this  year,  many  on  a  weekly  basis.  This  build¬ 
ing  was  fully  insulated  with  mineral  wool  this  summer.  Our 
support  has  been  given  to  the  Harwich  Town  Band,  Lassie 
League,  Harwich  Junior  Theatre,  Amateur  Softball,  Mariner 
Basketball  and  the  Adult  Card-Playing  Group. 

The  areas  under  Parks  &  Recreation  Commission’s  juris¬ 
diction  include  the  Recreation  Building,  Brooks  Park,  White- 
house  Field,  Sand  Pond,  Earle  Road  area,  the  softball  field 
behind  Whitehouse  Field,  Exchange  Park,  Schoolhouse  Park¬ 
ing  Lot  in  Harwich  Port,  Skinequit  Pond  area  and  Wixon 
Memorial  area  on  Long  Pond,  along  with  fifteen  memorial 
squares. 

Particular  attention  has  been  given  Larsen  Park,  over¬ 
looking  Wychmere  Harbor.  Negotiations  have  been  made  and 
we  are  in  the  process  of  re-landscaping  and  putting  the  park 
back  in  good  condition  in  an  effort  to  make  the  Townspeople 
proud  of  it. 

The  Harwich  Chamber  of  Commerce  information  booth 
was  re-located  from  rental  property  in  West  Harwich  to 
Schoolhouse  Parking  Lot  in  Harwich  Port.  This  central  loca¬ 
tion  also  has  the  advantage  of  being  rent-free. 

The  summer  recreation  program  consisted  of  waterfront 
activities  and  lessons,  tennis  lessons  and  a  playground  pro¬ 
gram.  It  was  well  attended  as  always.

New  steel  seiner  ‘Aaron  &  Sarah’  marks  beginning  of 
a  new  boat  building  era  for  Harwich. 


After  ten  full  seasons  of  “salty”  service  to  the  Town  and 
boating  public,  Saquatucket  Harbor  has  become  one  of  the 
most  popular  marinas  on  the  south  side  of  Cape  Cod.  This 
fact  is  reflected  not  only  by  the  many  letters  of  commenda¬ 
tion  received  by  this  department  and  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men,  but  also  by  the  willingness  of  applicants  to  pay  fifteen 
dollars  for  the  privilege  of  being  on  our  waiting  list. 

We  are  now  geared  to  a  well  suited  long  range  mainte¬ 
nance  program  which  we  feel  will  guarantee  the  longevity 
of  our  float  system  at  reasonable  cost  to  the  taxpayer.  The 
inclusion  of  a  fulltime  dockhand  in  the  form  of  Larry  Chand¬ 
ler  in  1978  was  a  recognizable  asset  in  this  ongoing  project. 
With  the  inclusion  of  Donald  Ryder  to  the  working  team, 
numerous  projects  could  be  initiated.  These  include:  replac¬ 
ing  flotation  and  rebuilding  ten  finger  floats  and  two  main 
walkways;  stabilizing  flotation  on  the  outer  east  and  west 
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docks;  removing  all  the  Allen  Harbor  floats;  reworking  the 
bubbler  system;  and  much  more. 

In  1979  Hinkley’s  Pond  saw  the  replacement  of  the  dam 
and  sluiceway  at  the  headwaters  of  Herring  River.  This  work 
was  carried  out  by  the  Division  of  Marine  Fisheries  as  funds 
were  voted  last  year  at  Annual  Town  Meeting.  At  the  same 
time,  the  Engineering  Department  tackled  the  problem  of  an 
overflow  pipe  installation  in  the  old  spillway  at  Johnson’s 
Flume  in  West  Harwich.  Both  were  desperately  needed  re¬ 
pairs  to  our  herring  run.  The  dock  and  float  at  Herring  River 
Town  Landing  being  completely  damaged  during  the  winter 
of  1978  were  completely  rebuilt  this  spring. 

The  Town  also  made  some  valuable  acquisitions.  The 
Capt.  Nathanial  Wixon  Dock  at  Herring  River  was  made  a 
partial  gift  to  the  Town  by  the  historic  fishing  family.  The 
Hillary  LeClaire  shellfish  grant  #4  behind  Red  River  Beach 
was  received  by  the  Town  in  “Pop’s”  name  to  be  operated  by 
the  department  as  a  grow  out  and  transplant  grant. 

Allen  Harbor  saw  its  first  complete  channel  dredging  in 
19  years.  The  pure  sand  from  the  channel  was  pumped  on¬ 
shore  to  replenish  the  beaches  along  Wyndemere  Bluff  to  the 
pleasure  of  bathers  and  residents  alike.  The  widened  beaches 
should  help  protect  the  bluffs  from  further  erosion. 

Having  been  dismasted  in  ’78  during  its  maiden  voyage, 
Russell  Morgan’s  famous  Harwichport  built  schooner  ‘Stone- 
horse’  was  forced  to  beat  a  nasty  retreat  from  its  attempt  to 
reach  Bermuda  in  1979.  Extreme  winds  and  heavy  seas 
caused  damage  to  both  vessel  and  crew.  Other  noteworthy 
events  in  1979  include:  Cape  Cod  Tech  received  its  Saqua- 
tucket  berthed  research  vessel  ‘Fairtide’  into  its  fisheries  pro¬ 
gram;  Saquatucket  Harbor  had  its  first  documented  blue- 
green  algae  bloom;  Allen  Harbor  parking  area  was  leased  for 
the  first  time  to  Allen  Harbor  Marine  Service  for  winter 
storage;  the  Town  saw  its  new  boat  taxes  levied  to  July  1st 
catching  most  of  our  recreational  fleet  in  port;  hurricane 
David  widely  missed  Cape  Cod  as  we  scrambled  to  secure  the 
harbors  (9/7);  the  Harwich  Cranberry  Festival  held  its  first 
Ocean  Regatta  with  over  thirty-six  entrants;  an  oil  waste 
collection  tank  was  established  at  the  marina  yard  for  re¬ 
cycling  crankcase  oil  from  the  fishing  fleet;  a  tuna  fish 
bonanza  added  new  interest  to  the  fall  and  a  short  term 
prospect  for  local  fish  dealers. 
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With  the  replenishment  of  fish  stocks  and  increasing 
local  knowledge  of  fishing  techniques,  we  are  witnessing  a 
renaissance  in  the  fishing  industry.  There  is  a  strong  trend 
toward  large  craft  being  built  for  offshore  lobstering,  gill¬ 
netting,  and  sea  scallopping.  The  typical  fishing  vessel  here 
will  soon  average  in  the  50'  class.  In  1978  there  were  16  off¬ 
shore  lobster  vessels,  4  scallopers,  5  charter  boats,  2  party 
boats  and  8  jigging  and  longliners  using  Harwichport  as  a 
permanent  base.  Additionally,  30  scallop  vessels,  2  charter 
boats,  1  lobster  boat  and  1  longliner  utilized  Harwichport  as 
a  temporary  base  for  at  least  a  portion  of  the  year  (a  total 
of  69  vessels).  This  new  era  should  also  be  marked  by  the 
launching  and  completion  of  the  Scottish  seiner  ‘Aaron  & 
Sarah’  by  Cote  and  Shea  Metal  Fabricators,  a  subsidiary  of 
Harwichport  Boat  Works  this  spring.  The  steel  vessel  is  the 
first  commercial  vessel  to  be  built  in  Harwich  in  over  twenty 
years  and  the  company  already  has  commitments  for  more 
keels  to  be  laid  at  their  yard  on  Great  Western  Road. 

In  connection  with  ever  increasing  fish  landings  came  the 
immediate  need  for  good  offloading  facilities  in  Harwich. 
The  Town  voted  by  ballot  the  sum  of  $156,000  at  the  1979 
Annual  Town  Meeting  for  the  replacement  of  the  now  con¬ 
demned  Pogy’s  Dock  and  the  dilapidated  Town  Pier  at  Wych- 
mere  Harbor.  This  figure  was  based  on  an  Engineering  study 
performed  by  Tibbetts  Engineering  Corp.  of  New  Bedford. 
The  study  was  paid  for  with  CZM  funds.  Through  the  work 
of  the  selectmen  and  grantsman,  Harwich  will  receive  an  out¬ 
right  reimbursable  grant  of  $100,000  and  receive  $56,000  at 
low  (5%)  interest  from  the  Farmers  Home  Administration 
for  the  replacement  of  the  existing  structures.  Having  a 
plurality,  the  selectmen  have  shown  both  direction  and  re¬ 
sponsibility  in  keeping  the  project  on  the  straight  and  nar¬ 
row.  A  contract  has  recently  been  awarded  and  the  new  off¬ 
loading  and  charter  pier  should  be  in  place  by  June  1,  1980. 

The  Coastal  Zone  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  recently 
voted  the  planned  commercial  expansion  at  Saquatucket  Har¬ 
bor  #1  project  for  the  county  in  the  appropriation  of  plan¬ 
ning  funds.  This  CZM  committee  also  voted  a  unanimous 
resolution  to  abandon  all  oil-related  activity  off  Georges  Bank 
until  scientifically  adequate  safeguards  could  be  demon¬ 
strated.  All  local  meetings  concerning  OCS  (outer  conti¬ 
nental  shelf)  development  were  attended. 
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We  worked  long  and  hard  transporting  558  bushels  of 
quahogs  from  Cape  Cod  Bay  via  Rock  Harbor  to  our  family 
areas  throughout  our  harbors.  This  diligent  effort  on  the 
part  of  Don  Ryder,  the  harbor  crew  and  myself  required  31 
round  trips  to  Orleans,  meeting  the  supply  dragger  at  all 
hours  of  day  and  night.  These  trips  between  June  1  and 
August  20  became  referred  to  fondly  as  the  “quahog  connec¬ 
tion. ’’  Reconnaisance  scuba  dives  were  also  made  on  Herring 
River,  Pleasant  Bay  and  off  South  Harwich  to  attempt  to 
document  the  extent  and  condition  of  our  shellfish  beds  and 
bay  scallop  resources.  Softshell  clam  frames  were  installed 
on  the  shoreline  of  Wychmere  Harbor  on  an  experimental 
basis. 

Water  quality  sampling  of  our  freshwater  ponds  and 
shellfishing  area  was  conducted  at  the  request  of  the  Board 
of  Health  on  7  days  between  May  and  September.  All  ponds 
tested  over  24  testing  stations  showed  good  results.  The 
Recreation  Commission  was  also  kept  posted  of  the  results. 

Recent  aerial  photographs  have  confirmed  our  fears  that 
Wychmere  outer  harbor  is  filling  rapidly  with  littorally  and 
airborne  drifted  sand.  Over  the  past  year  the  outer  harbor 
has  proven  to  be  more  than  an  adequately  safe  area  for  the 
permanent  mooring  of  fishing  vessels  and  pleasure  craft. 
Wychmere  channel  as  all  our  channels  will  continue  to  be  a 
dredging  maintenance  problem.  This  problem  above  all  else 
may  have  the  greatest  impact  upon  local  commerce  and  is 
why  we  should  give  particular  support  to  our  dredging  re¬ 


serve  fund.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

For  your  approval,  we  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
twelve  (12)  month  period  ending  June  30,  1979. 

During  this  period,  Phase  I  of  the  installation  of  water 
mains  at  the  Belmont  Condominiums  was  completed.  New 
water  mains  were  laid  in  sub-divisions  at  Danbury  Park  and 
Purmackene  Meadows,  and  140  domestic  water  services  were 
installed,  bringing  the  total  number  of  service  connections 
to  5,610. 

Painting  of  the  lower  rings  of  the  Standpipe  at  Brooks 
Park  was  completed  in  October  and  the  Automatic  Pump 
Controls  on  the  Route  39  Tank  were  installed.  This  enables 
us  to  regulate  the  automatic  operation  of  our  seven  (7)  aux¬ 
iliary  Pumping  Stations  from  either  Kildee  Hill  or  the  Route 
39  Tank. 

During  the  Winter,  we  began  a  program  of  marking  the 
boundary  lines  around  the  Town  well  fields.  Working  with 
the  Town  Engineer,  Marty  Moran,  we  located  and  cleared  a 
path  around  the  boundaries  of  the  entire  well  field  area  from 
the  Chatham  Road  Pumping  Station  to  Route  39. 

This  Spring,  our  intensified  meter  reading  program  en¬ 
abled  us  to  achieve  better  than  99%  meter  reading  efficiency 
while,  in  the  office,  we  have  modernized  and  streamlined  our 
filing  and  record  keeping  systems. 

We  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  co¬ 
operation  of  all  Town  Departments  and  Officials  who  helped 
us  to  attain  these  successful  results.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  Voters  of  the  1979  Annual  Town  Meeting  accepted 
the  Classification  and  Compensation  Plan  submitted  by  the 
Personnel  Board  which  generally  recommended  a  six  percent 
increase  for  the  wages  of  those  Town  employee  positions 
listed  on  the  Plan.  The  funding  to  implement  this  Plan  was 
also  voted  by  the  Town  Meeting.  In  addition,  the  Voters  also 
approved  an  Article  which  allows  a  four-week  vacation  period 
for  employees  in  the  service  of  the  Town  for  more  than  10 
years  (as  opposed  to  the  previous  15  year  service  requirement). 

The  Classification  Plan  submitted  for  FY1981  recom¬ 
mends  a  9.5%  increase  for  the  wages  of  the  employee  posi¬ 
tions  listed  on  the  Plan.  It  is  the  Board’s  opinion  that  this 
request  is  reasonable  due  to  the  high  increase  in  inflation 
and  the  cost  of  living  over  the  last  several  years.  It  is  re¬ 
spectfully  asked  that  the  Town  Voters  support  this  Article. 

Your  members  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  other 
Town  agencies  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  during  the 
past  year.  Your  Chairman,  who  is  resigning  from  the  Board 
at  the  end  of  his  term,  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
publicly  acknowledge  the  time,  energy  and  fine  efforts  ex¬ 
pended  by  the  other  three  members  of  this  Board  during  his 
period  of  association  with  them.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  to  the  Citizens  of  Harwich: 

During  1979  the  Planning  Board  held  29  regular  meetings 
and  6  public  hearings.  Five  definitive  plans  were  signed  for 
33  lots,  and  33  approval-not-required  plans  were  reviewed 
for  100  lots.  The  Board  had  161  applicants  and/or  visitors  at 
these  meetings. 

During  the  year  the  Board  received  3  new  members,  to 
bring  the  total  strength  back  to  9  members.  The  Chairman 
would  like  to  acknowledge  the  interest  and  enthusiasm  of 
this  all-volunteer  Board,  which  has  averaged  well  over  90% 
attendance,  spending  more  than  100  hours  per  member  on 
the  Town’s  business. 

The  Planning  Board  has  begun  to  take  a  more  aggressive 
approach  to  the  problems  of  planning  for  the  future  of  the 
Town.  Energy  costs,  inflation,  and  the  general  increase  in 
living  costs  are  making  it  very  difficult  for  some  of  our  older 
citizens,  particularly  those  who  live  in  the  older  homes  which 
are  so  much  a  part  of  Harwich.  The  same  problems  are  being 
faced  by  a  younger  generation  just  starting  out  to  form  new 
families.  The  single  family  house  has  become  an  economic 
hardship  for  many  of  the  people  in  both  of  these  groups. 
This  year  the  Planning  Board  will  sponsor  an  article  in  the 
Town  Meeting  Warrant  to  permit  a  limited  type  and  size  of 
“Accessory  Apartment”  in  the  Town.  We  believe  this  article 
will  overcome  the  usual  objections  to  two-family  houses,  but 
will  allow  owners  of  some  of  the  large  older  homes  to  make 
room  for  an  additional  person  or  couple,  easing  their  finan¬ 
cial  burden,  and  helping  some  of  our  own  “displaced  persons” 
find  a  place  to  live  in  Harwich. 

The  Planning  Board  feels  strongly  that  Harwich  needs 
housing  which  cannot  ge  provided  by  the  traditional,  and 
costly,  single  family  house.  Other  Town  Meeting  articles  will 
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attempt  to  fill  this  need  by  allowing  some  additional,  but 
carefully  controlled,  apartment  development.  The  Board  will 
appreciate  your  thoughtful  consideration  of  the  housing  prob¬ 
lem  in  Harwich,  and  your  support  for  our  efforts.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


In  1979  the  Board  of  Health  improved  and  updated  the 
appearance  of  the  Town  Disposal  Area.  A  fence  has  been 
erected,  grass  planted  in  the  oval  and  the  buildings  and  con¬ 
tainers  painted.  A  dump  truck  was  obtained  from  the  High¬ 
way  Department  for  hauling  cover  material. 

Protecting  and  preserving  our  precious  resource  —  water 
—  was  an  important  consideration  in  1979.  We  monitored  all 
ponds  on  a  bi-weekly  basis  this  past  summer  for  any  unusual 
developments. 

Fuel  storage  regulations  were  passed  to  protect  our  ground 
water.  We  support  the  continuing  Waste  Water  Study  Pro¬ 
gram  referred  to  as  208,  and  attend  various  meetings  and 
seminars  on  this  issue. 

An  improved  system  of  data  collection  on  communicable 
diseases  was  instituted. 

We  issued  195  permits  for  various  Board  of  Health  func¬ 
tions  such  as  septage  carriers  permits,  milk  and  cream  li¬ 
censes.  We  took  in  $1,274.00  for  these  permits.

The  new  State  Title  II  has  placed  additional  responsi¬ 
bilities  on  the  Board  of  Health. 

A  new  summer  health  agent  improved  the  inspection 
system  for  restaurants,  Inns  and  group  rentals. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  many 
individual  Boards  and  Committees  that  have  helped  us  in  the 
past  year.  A  special  thank  you  to  the  Barnstable  County 
Health  Department  for  their  cooperation,  technical  expertise 
and  support  they  have  given  this  Board.

Due  to  the  expanding  regulations  and  the  narrowly  re¬ 
strictive  eligibility  requirements,  Harwich  is  voluntarily  with¬ 
drawing  from  the  Medicare-Medicaid  program. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Visiting  Nurse 
Assoc,  of  Central  Cape  Cod  to  provide  services  to  all  persons 
eligible  through  Medicare-Medicaid. 

Regular  town  nursing  services  such  as  direct  care,  health 
promotion  visits,  office  visits  and  flu  clinics,  will  continue  to 
be  provided  by  the  Harwich  Town  Nurses. 

Brooks  Academy  office  for  out-patients,  is  open  every 
Wednesday  morning  9  a.m.  to  12  noon.  This  service  is  avail¬ 
able  to  all  Harwich  residents,  regardless  of  age.  Charlotte 
Morey,  former  Harwich  Selectwoman,  volunteers  her  services, 
as  receptionist,  at  this  time. 

We  have  various  articles  of  medical  equipment  for  loan, 
to  any  Harwich  resident  on  request. 

Our  flu  clinic  was  well  attended,  with  650  flu  shots  given. 
This  was  given  as  a  free  service  of  the  town. 

Our  town  physician  Dr.  Carol  A.  TopolewSki  attended  the 
flu  clinic,  and  provides  continuing  education  for  the  Town 
nurses.

The  van  is  owned 
by  the  Friends  of  the  Harwich  Youth  Center,  a  non  profit 
organization  which  works  to  raise  money  needed  for  pro¬ 
grams  at  the  Center.  The  van  will  be  operated  and  main¬ 
tained  from  these  funds  as  well  as  any  raised  by  the  young 
people  themselves  and  donations  from  private  citizens.  In¬ 
surance  for  the  van  is  being  provided  free  of  charge  by  the 
Robert  J.  Chase  Insurance  Agency  in  West  Harwich.  The 
Youth  Center  is  looking  forward  to  a  year  of  expanded  par¬ 
ticipation  by  young  people  throughout  the  town  with  the 
van  used  to  transport  those  living  some  distance  from  the 
Center,  as  well  as  making  field  trips  and  excursions  easier 
and  less  expensive  for  all. 

A  new  assistant  director,  Karen  Forni,  joined  the  Center 
staff  in  September,  replacing  Rosemary  Dennis  who  resigned 
at  the  end  of  the  summer.  Karen  brings  experience  in  Youth 
Center  work  and  recreation  program  activities  from  her  pre¬ 
vious  position  in  Barnstable  and  has  proved  to  be  a  dedicated 
worker  and  an  asset  to  the  Youth  Center. 

In  October,  William  Jobson  of  Harwich  Port  was  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Selectmen  to  replace  Gert  Peters.  Bill  was  a 
youth  commission  member  in  New  Jersey  and  enjoys  working 
with  and  for  young  people. 
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Highlights  of  the  activity  at  the  Center  in  1979  included  a 
ski  trip  to  Mt.  Wachusett,  an  overnight  climb  of,  Mt.  Washing¬ 
ton,  sponsoring  the  bicycle  race  and  the  ‘Dunk  Tank’  at  the 
Cranberry  Festival  and  a  tremendously  popular  street  hockey 
program.  Fifth  and  sixth  graders  made  up  the  teams  in  the 
street  hockey  league  and  a  full  schedule  was  played  on  the 
outdoor  basketball  court  which  was  completed  thanks  to 
donations  and  volunteer  help  and  includes  lights  for  night 
play  and  a  chain  link  fence.  Following  the  play  offs  of  the 
street  hockey  league  a  party  was  held  for  all  participants 
with  many  parents  attending  and  helping  out. 

Junior  High  dances  have  been  held  at  the  Center.  At 
present  there  is  a  mothers’  group  using  the  Center  for  a 
place  to  hold  weekly  play  sessions  for  their  pre-school  age 
children.  The  Commission  welcomes  groups  within  the  town 
who  wish  to  use  the  building  at  times  which  do  not  conflict 
with  Youth  Center  Activity.  Two  CPR  courses  have  been 
given,  another  is  planned  in  the  near  future. 

The  Hire  A  Hand  program,  launched  last  year,  has 
proved  to  be  so  popular  that  it  remains  a  service  provided 
all  year  round.  Under  this  program  anyone  wishing  to  hire 
a  young  person  for  odd  jobs  may  call  the  center  and  be  pro¬ 
vided  with  a  worker  who  has  registered  with  the  Director. 
Mike,  in  turn,  has  interviewed  the  student  as  well  as  his 
parents  and  impressed  a  sense  of  responsibility  for  a  job 
well  done. 

With  all  of  this  successful  and  satisfying  activity,  the 
Youth  Commission  is  confronted  with  one  large  and  pressing 
problem  —  the  condition  of  the  building.  This  building, 
taken  over  by  the  Town  in  1977,  is  badly  in  need  of  repair 
and  maintenance.  Of  top  priority  is  the  need  for  insulation, 
at  present  there  is  none,  a  fact  which  makes  the  heating 
more  costly  than  necessary.  The  roof  needs  fixing,  it  leaks, 
and  outside  painting  is  long  overdue.  Inside  painting  can  be 
taken  care  of  by  the  young  people  themselves.  Arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  masonry  department  at  Cape  Cod 
Tech  to  fix  the  upstairs  walls  at  cost.  The  roof  and  the  in¬ 
sulation,  however,  will  have  to  go  out  for  bid. 

The  Harwich  Youth  Commission  remains  concerned  that 
there  are  many  young  people  in  the  town  who  could  benefit 
from  the  many  programs  and  activities  offered  at  the  Center. 
The  staff  has  experience  in  counselling  as  well  as  directing 
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programs  and  it  is  our  hope  that  more  and  more  young  peo¬ 
ple  will  avail  themselves  of  the  services  offered  by  the  Youth 
Center.

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  the  Dog  Officer  from 
January  1,  1979  to  December  31,  1979. 

As  of  December  31st,  we  only  had  674  dogs  licensed  in 
town.  It  was  a  decrease  of  157  licenses  sold  for  the  same 
period  of  time  the  previous  year. 

I  hope  to  be  holding  a  rabies  clinic  this  year  sometime 
during  the  month  of  April,  and  hope  we  will  have  as  good  a 
turnout  of  the  dog  owners  as  we  did  in  1978.  I  will  also  this 
year  be  enforcing  the  licensing  law,  as  it  appears  that  the 
only  time  we  get  a  good  number  of  dogs  licensed  is  a  year 
in  which  we  hold  a  rabies  clinic.  All  dogs  are  supposed  to  be 
licensed  in  April,  and  the  license  is  good  until  the  following 
April. 

Again,  my  appreciation  to  the  police  department  for 
their  help.

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Report  of  the  Cemetery  Commission 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  Harwich: 

Regular  meetings  were  held  the  second  Sunday  of  each 
month  at  7:30  P.M.  in  the  Police  Building.  Starting  with 
December  5,  1979,  the  regular  date  for  meetings  became  the 
first  Wednesday. 

The  increased  income  from  a  recent  consolidation  of 
perpetual  care  trust  funds  has  enabled  the  Commission  to 
preserve  a  high  standard  of  care  without  substantially  in¬ 
creasing  the  cost  to  the  Town. 

In  addition  to  general  care  given  by  the  Commission, 
many  lot  owners  keep  lots  and  grave  sites  attractive.  A 
unique  memorial  stone  in  Island  Pond  Cemetery  displays  the 
family  coat  of  arms  in  large  dimension  and  bright  colors. 

The  Commission  thanks  Joseph  G.  Baker,  Superintendent 
of  the  Town’s  13  cemeteries,  and  Mrs.  Helen  M.  Higgins,  Clerk, 
for  their  dedicated  services. 

The  Commission  is  currently  working  to  meet  the  in¬ 
creasing  demands  for  burial  space  in  Town  cemeteries 
through  the  expansion  of  Mt.  Pleasant  Cemetery.  Co-opera¬ 
tion  of  the  Town  Engineer  has  been  invaluable  in  this  project, 
which  will  provide  120  additional  lots. 

The  former  Police  garage,  moved  to  a  site  in  Mt.  Pleas¬ 
ant  Cemetery  near  Forest  Street,  was  renovated  with  cement 
floor,  lighting,  shingle  siding  and  paint.  It  is  a  useful 
improvement. 

Hot  mix  was  laid  on  two  streets  in  Island  Pond  and  on 
two  short  streets  in  Mt.  Pleasant.  Berms  were  installed  for 

drainage  in  Island  Pond,  and  fill  added  to  create  seven  lots.

Water  for  public  use  in  Mt.  Pleasant  js  found  at  11  out¬ 
lets  scattered  throughout  the  cemetery  and  at  the  garage.

Innovation  was  the  key  word  at  Brooks  Free  Library  this 
past  year.  For  the  adults,  during  the  spring,  there  were  gar¬ 
den  clinics  under  the  direction  of  Betty  Bobp,  County  Exten¬ 
sion  Gardener.  The  clinics  included  demonstrations  of  soil 
testing,  sprouting  seeds,  care  of  house  plants,  propagation  and 
general  gardening  problems.  The  young  people  participated 
in  the  new  ESP  (Extra  Special  Programs)  under  a  grant 
awarded  to  Brewster,  Eastham,  Harwich  and  Orleans.  Activi¬ 
ties  included  a  Library  Club  and  holiday  craft  programs. 

Friends  of  Brooks  Free  Library  have  purchased  two  new 
file  cabinets  for  our  art  material,  which  we  hope  will  be  a 
strong  reference  source  in  the  years  to  come.  Also  new  to  our 
library  are  the  framed  reproductions  of  great  paintings  which 
may  be  borrowed  for  six  weeks  at  a  time.  This  is  also  an  on¬ 
going  project  of  the  Friends. 
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Many  resources  are  available  at  Brooks  Free  Library  in 
addition  to  books  and  magazines.  We  have  a  large  collection 
of  phonograph  records,  puzzles,  a  35mm.  slide  projector  which 
may  be  borrowed  for  a  short  time,  an  Edna  Light  Viewer,  2 
typewriters  for  public  use,  a  page  turner  and  games  for  those 
with  seeing  difficulties. 

We  are  most  grateful  to  the  volunteers  who  help  us  in  so 
many  ways,  including  the  members  of  the  Garden  Club  who 
provide  a  flower  arrangement  each  week. 

As  of  December  31,  1979,  the  number  of  books  in  the  li¬ 
brary  included  22,105  adult  and  7,863  juvenile  titles  making  a 
total  of  29,968  books.

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Report  of  the  Grant  Writer 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Grant  Writer  for 
the  Town  of  Harwich. 

The  goal  of  the  grant  procurement  process  is  to  provide 
outside  funding  for  services  and  economic  development. 
These  funds  enable  the  Town  to  undertake  projects  while 
holding  the  cost  to  the  taxpayer  at  a  minimum.  My  objective, 
as  Grant  Writer,  is  to  accomplish  this  goal  through  the  proper 
matching  of  grant  programs  to  Town  needs  in  order  to  maxi¬ 
mize  benefit  to  the  Tow  nwhile  keeping  outside  intervention 
in  Town  affairs  to  a  bare  minimum. 

In  addition  to  the  duties  of  Grant  Writer,  researching, 
application  preparation  and  administering  funded  projects,  I 
have  been  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  Committee  On  Harbor 
Development,  Gasoline  Coordinator,  and  Fuel  Assistance  Co¬ 
ordinator. 

The  year  1979  has  been  successful,  particularly  in  regard 
to  local  economic  development  projects.  During  1979  eight 
requests  for  funding  were  prepared  and  submitted.  Of  these 
amount  of  grant  awards  obtained  was  $143,000. 
proposals,  six  competed  successfully  for  funding.  The  total 

Projects  which  received  awards  in  1979  were  as  follows: 

1.  $1,500.  for  the  purchase  of  two  traffic  counter  units  from 
the  Governor’s  Highway  Safety  Bureau. 

2.  $100,000.  for  construction  of  the  Municipal  Fish  Off- 
In  addition  to  this  grant  the  Town  received  a  loan  of 
Loading  Pier  at  the  Community  Landing  site  on  Wych- 
mere  Harbor  from  the  Farmers  Home  Administration. 
$56,000.  at  5%  interest  over  10  years  for  the  balance  of 
total  project  costs. 

3.  $6,000.  for  Phase  I  of  the  planning  for  the  proposed 
Commercial  Fishing  Basin  Expansion  at  Saquatucket 
Harbor  from  the  Massachusetts  Office  of  Coastal  Zone 
Management. 

4.  $8,200.  for  the  purchase  of  a  15  passenger  van  for  the 
use  of  the  Harwich  Youth  Center  from  the  Agnes  M. 
Lindsay  Trust  Fund. 
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5.  $12,500.  for  Phase  II  of  the  planning  for  the  proposed 
Commercial  Fishing  Basin  Expansion  at  Saquatucket 
Harbor  from  the  New  England  Regional  Commission, 
conditional  on  the  appropriation  of  matching  funds  in 
the  amount  of  $5,000.  by  1980  Town  Meeting  action. 

6.  $15,200.  for  Phase  III  of  the  planning  for  the  proposed 
Commercial  Fishing  Basin  Expansion  at  Saquatucket 
Harbor  from  the  Massachusetts  Office  of  Coastal  Zone 
Management,  conditional  on  the  appropriation  of  match¬ 
ing  funds  in  the  amount  of  $3,800.  bq  1980  Town  Meet¬ 
ing  action.  Note:  Phase  III  is  the  final  planning  seg¬ 
ment  of  this  project,  it’s  completion  will  enable  the 
Town  to  apply  for  construction  funding.  This  project 
was  ranked  the  number  1  priority  for  funding  by  town 
representatives  of  the  Barnstable  County  C.Z.M.  Ad¬ 
visory  Committee. 

At  the  close  of  1979,  an  application  for  a  5%  loan  from 
the  Farmers  Home  Administration  to  defray  the  cost  of  the 
proposed  addition  to  the  Town  Offices  is  in  preparation. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  all  of  the  Town  Departments,  Governor  King, 
Senator  Tsongas,  Representative  Studds,  Senator  Alymer, 
Representative  Greenhalgh  and  their  staffs  for  their  support 
and  cooperation.

The  Committee  to  Study  the  Need  for  Increasing  the 
Size  of  the  Bank  Street  Beach  Parking  Lot  was  duly  appointed 
by  the  Moderator  and  consisted  of  Mr.  Henry  L.  Wood,  Mr. 
Henry  Fitzgerald,  Mrs.  Nancy  Limbacher,  Mr.  Roger  Scanlin, 
and  Mrs.  Ruth  Austin.

This  Committee  met  several  times,  and  a  majority  agreed 
upon  the  need  for  increasing  the  size  of  the  Bank  Street 
Parking  Lot.  This  need  exists  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  During  the  beach  season,  each  day  many  cars  are  turned 
away  for  a  lack  of  parking  spaces.  These  are  cars  that 
have  paid  for  the  privilege  of  parking  at  the  beaches. 
Harwich’s  beaches  are  a  major  tourist  attraction. 

2.  The  size  of  the  parking  lot  has  not  been  increased  since 
1938.  Year-round  population  and  summer  population 
have  increased  substantially  since  1938.  In  addition, 
studies  done  by  the  Cape  Cod  Hospital  and  others  pre¬ 
dict  a  substantial  increase  in  population  in  the  future. 

3.  Present  crowded  conditions  caused  by  cars  traveling 
Bank  Street  in  hunt  of  a  parking  space  at  the  beach 
could  cause  serious  problems  in  an  emergency  situation 
where  it  would  be  difficult  for  emergency  vehicles  to 
get  to  the  beach. 

4.  With  the  recent  donation  of  the  Merkel  property  for 
beach  use  with  no  accompanying  parking  area,  the 
limited  parking  area  at  Bank  Street  would  be  further 
taxed. 

The  Committee  met  at  the  beach  to  measure  an  area  that 
might  be  feasible  for  extending  the  parking  area.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  felt  that  the  parking  area  should  be  extended  an  addi¬ 
tional  125  feet  towards  the  water  from  its  present  length. 
This  extension  (at  the  present  width  of  the  parking  area) 
would  allow  for  the  parking  of  an  additional  52  cars.  The 
present  parking  lot  accommodates  59  cars.  In  addition,  the 
Committee  recommends  that  angle  parking  be  renewed  at 
the  foot  of  the  former  Allison  property,  thus  adding  approxi¬ 
mately  6  more  spaces. 

Mr.  Scanlin  was  opposed  to  this.  He  agreed  that  parking 
is  desperately  needed  but  that  paving  the  beaches  seems  to 
be  self-defeating.  He  indicated  that  the  parking  situation 
should  be  addressed  in  a  different  manner.

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Annual  Report  of  the  Cape  Cod  Regional 
Technical  High  School  District  Committee 


Before  I  commence  my  annual  report  I  would  like  to 
share  some  news  regarding  last  year’s  graduating  class  that 
I  feel  you  will  find  interesting.  It  says  something  to  us  about 
the  effectiveness  of  our  school  and  its  programs  and  should 
please  you,  the  public,  in  terms  of  the  return  on  your  invest¬ 
ment  in  Cape  Cod  Tech.  On  June  3,  1979  the  first  four-year 
class  of  179  students  graduated  from  Cape  Cod  Tech.  Seventy- 
two  per  cent  of  those  students  were  male,  and  twenty-eight 
per  cent  were  female.  Seventy-four  per  cent  of  the  students 
went  to  work  in  their  field,  or  a  related  field,  sixteen  per  cent 
went  on  to  some  type  of  further  education,  two  per  cent  went 
into  the  military,  and  the  remaining  eight  per  cent  did  not 
return  the  survey  form. 

During  the  months  of  January  and  February  most  of  the 
students  at  Cape  Cod  Tech  were  actively  working  in  prep¬ 
aration  for  the  transferring  of  many  of  our  shop  activities  to 
the  Cape  Cod  Mall  in  Hyannis  in  observation  of  Vocational 
Education  Week.  This  was  a  tremendous  experience  for  the 
students  and  staff,  and  based  upon  the  comments  we  received 
from  the  public  during  that  show,  they  too  appreciated  the 
opportunity  to  see  vocational  education  in  action  during  that 
week.  We  look  forward  to  a  repeat  Mall  project  again  this 
year. 

Our  Carpentry  Department  were  involved  in  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  bathhouse  at  Sandy  Neck  for  the  past  year  and 
they  completed  that  project  during  the  month  of  May.  An¬ 
other  group  of  carpentry  students  started  building  a  house 
located  on  Route  124  in  Brewster  during  that  same  spring 
session  which  will  be  completed  sometime  during  the  Spring 
of  1980.  All  of  our  construction  departments  are  involved 
in  these  projects,  - '  Masonry,  Electrical,  Heating  and  Air 
Conditioning,  Painting  and  Decorating,  Plumbing,  and  Hor¬ 
ticulture.  It  is  most  gratifying  to  us  to  be  able  to  do  these 
kinds  of  projects  in  order  to  show  you,  the  public,  what  our 
students  can  do,  and  more  important  to  give  our  students 
the  opportunity  to  receive  the  benefit  of  the  education  that 
takes  place  from  such  projects. 
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The  Marine  Repair  department  completed  the  restoration 
of  a  trap  boat,  called  the  “Charlotte”,  for  the  town  of  Prov- 
incetown.  This  boat  was  completely  restored  by  our  students, 
and  is  now  on  display  at  the  museum  in  that  town.  This  boat 
had  a  tremendous  impact  on  the  lives  of  fishermen  in  Prov- 
incetown  during  the  early  nineteen  hundreds  and  has  now 
been  preserved  for  future  generations. 

A  new  program,  called  the  Commercial  Fishing  program, 
was  developed  during  the  spring  semester.  Mr.  Dana  Eldrige 
was  appointed  to  be  the  teacher  of  this  program.  He  con¬ 
ducted  an  exhaustive  search  for  a  boat  to  be  used  by  the 
students  and  we  purchased  a  boat  called  the  Fair  Tides 
which  was  ideal  for  the  needs  of  this  program.  We  have 
great  hope  for  the  growth  of  this  program  because  we  re¬ 
alize  what  fishing  means  to  the  Cape  Cod  economy. 

We  were  very  proud  of  our  baseball  team  during  the 
Spring  season  when  they  were  named  champions  of  the 
Cape  and  Islands  League.  In  September  of  1979  our  Cross 
Country  team,  under  Coach  Lowell  Fancher,  embarked  upon 
another  season,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  they  were 
undefeated  and  won  the  Cape  and  Islands  League  champ¬ 
ionship  for  the  second  year  in  a  row.  Congratulations  to 
the  team  members,  the  coach,  and  other  staff  members. 

A  decision  was  made  during  the  Spring  of  1979  that  has 
tremendously  affected  the  education  that  takes  place  here 
this  school  year,  when  the  committee  decided  to  apply  for 
a  State  evaluation.  This  procedure  calls  for  a  year  of  self- 
study  in  which  all  our  teachers  are  presently  involved.  We 
are  most  pleased  with  the  effort  put  forth  by  all  the  staff 
members  at  Cape  Cod  Tech  in  this  venture. 

In  cooperation  with  the  sending  high  schools  we  were 
successful  in  the  request  for  two  federal  grants  that  allow 
us  to  expand  the  vocational  opportunities  to  more  of  the 
students  in  our  sending  towns.  Located  on  campus  there  is 
an  Assessment  Center,  designed  to  provide  vocational  as¬ 
sessments  for  eighth  grade  students.  In  addition,  there  is  an 
Extended  Day  program  for  high  school  students  who  wish 
to  improve  their  occupational  opportunities  during  late  af¬ 
ternoon  sessions.  Another  new  program  is  a  Skill  Center  lo¬ 
cated  in  the  town  of  Brewster  that  is  designed  to  serve  another 
group  of  students  not  presently  served  in  the  sending  schools, 
or  at  Cape  Cod  Tech. 
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Under  the  direction  of  Athletic  Director,  Allan  Sullivan, 
members  of  our  basketball,  volleyball,  and  soccer  teams,  as 
well  as  cheerleaders,  are  working  diligently  with  their  par¬ 
ents  and  coaching  staff,  to  raise  money  so  that  the  teams 
can  go  to  Belgium  on  an  Athletic  Exchange  Program  during 
the  Spring  of  1980.  Our  thanks  go  to  the  parents  and  students 
for  their  efforts  in  this  venture.  We  look  forward  to  the 
return  visit  to  Cape  Cod  Tech  of  the  Belgium  students  some¬ 
time  in  May. 

We  had  two  changes  in  committee  membership  this  year. 
Mr.  William  Shanahan  replaced  Garrett  Sheehan,  from  the 
town  of  Dennis;  and  Mrs.  Wilhemina  DaRoza  replaced  Sal 
DelDeo  from  the  town  of  Provincetown.  We  welcome  the  new 
members  and  thank  those  members  who  left  for  their  efforts 
during  the  years  they  represented  their  towns. 

We  have  been  blessed  with  an  outstanding  response  from 
the  R.S.V.P.  program  and  look  forward  to  continuing  associ¬ 
ation  with  these  fine  people. 

We  wish  to  thank  members  of  our  Program  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittees  who  have  been  so  faithful  in  meeting  with  our  teach¬ 
ers  to  assure  that  the  education  that  takes  place  here  is  rel¬ 
evant  to  the  world  of  work. 

We  also  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Cape  Cod 
Consortium,  made  up  of  Finance  committees  from  each  of 
our  member  towns,  for  their  assistance  in  the  development  of 
our  budget. 

Adult  Education  which  has  been  operating  for  the  past 
two  years  has  increased  to  373  participants  this  year,  -  ap¬ 
proximately  double  the  number  we  had  last  Spring. 

Mr.  Wilfred  H.  Learned,  Jr.,  and  his  assistant,  Mr.  Carroll, 
along  with  the  rest  of  the  staff  members  at  Cape  Cod  Tech 
are  here  to  serve  you,  -  the  people  of  our  District,  and  if  you

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  Harwich: 

This  has  not  been  an  easy  year  for  the  Harwich  School 
Committee.  Major  issues  have  arisen  with  which  previous 
committees  have  not  had  to  cope:  imposed  budget  limitations, 
more  stringent  requirements  by  State  and  Federal  agencies, 
a  12%  inflation  rate,  declining  enrollment,  escalating  costs 
of  gasoline  and  oil,  increasing  pressure  from  union  and  special 
interest  groups  and  a  decline  in  State  reimbursements.  Most 
of  these  are  non-educational  in  nature  but  definitely  affect 
the  educational  program.  Policy  and  decision-making  has 
been  difficult  because  of  these  and  other  pressures,  but  at 
all  times  the  prime  concern  of  your  Committee  has  been  to 
improve  the  educational  benefits  to  all  students  of  Harwich 
keeping  in  mind  the  limited  resources  of  the  Town. 

The  year  started  with  the  spectre  of  a  4%  tax  cap  which 
became  a  reality.  Negotiated  salary  increases  ranging  from 
5%-8%  and  increased  operating  and  maintenance  costs  made 
compliance  difficult  but  it  was  done. 

Financial  belt-tightening  made  new  approaches  to  fund¬ 
ing  programs  necessary.  One  step  taken  was  to  make  pro¬ 
grams,  where  possible,  self-supporting.  Reluctant  to  drop 
Driver  Education  as  many  communities  have  done,  we  bud¬ 
geted  for  the  classroom  phase  of  the  program  and  the  stu¬ 
dent  driver  pays  for  his  behind-the-wheel  instruction.  Adult 
Education  fees  were  also  increased. 

In  the  interest  of  saving  fuel  and  lighting  costs  the 
school  calendar  was  set  adding  three  days  to  Christmas  vaca¬ 
tion,  five  days  to  the  February  vacation  and  making  this  time 
up  in  June.  An  Energy  Conservation  Committee  has  been 
established  which  will  recommend  additional  energy-saving 
programs. 

This  year  the  administrators  voted  to  become  a  bargain¬ 
ing  unit  under  the  Harwich  Teachers  Association.  Increased 
numbers  of  bargaining  requirements,  staff  grievances  and 
legal  hearings  have  made  it  necessary  for  greater  use  of 
legal  counsel  specializing  in  School  Law. 
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The  Committee  hired  Mary  A.  O’Donnell  as  its  secretary. 
We  thank  Florence  Marshall  for  acting  as  interim  secretary. 

Norman  Young,  Business  Manager  since  1973,  retired  in 
December.  The  Committee  hired  John  Z.  Dillon  to  fill  the 
position. 

Michael  Porter,  Middle  School  Principal,  resigned  in  July 
having  served  the  Town  since  1973.  Philip  McCormick  was 
appointed  Acting  Middle  School  Principal.  Declining  enroll¬ 
ment,  available  classroom  space  at  the  Elementary  School  and 
pending  administrative  retirements  make  it  advisable  to 
evaluate  the  most  efficient  use  of  staff  and  buildings  consider¬ 
ing  long-range  needs. 

Mrs.  Ballam  is  our  representative  to  the  Cape  Cod  Col¬ 
laborative,  and  Mrs.  Blackmore  serves  as  delegate  to  the 
Massachusetts  Association  of  School  Committees  and  member 
of  the  Town  Audit  Committee.  All  members  have  been  active 
in  attending  conferences  at  the  District  and  State  levels  in 
order  to  keep  up  with  constantly  changing  laws  and  responsi¬ 
bilities. 

As  part  of  the  process  of  reviewing  and  updating  the 
Policy  Manual,  the  Committee  developed  a  new  Philosophy  of 
Educational  Instruction.  We  thank  the  Harwich  Parents 
Teachers  and  Friends  Organization  for  sponsoring  a  public 
meeting  which  provided  the  opportunity  for  Community/ 
Committee  exchange  concerning  the  educational  statement. 
The  Committee  is  also  in  the  process  of  developing  a  School 
Committee/Superintendent  Evaluation  Instrument. 

As  required  by  the  State,  A  Basic  Skills  Improvement/ 
Competancy  Testing  Committee  has  been  appointed.  It  is  the 
responsibility  of  this  committee  to  establish  minimum  stand¬ 
ards,  to  provide  for  evaluating  student  achievement  of  mini¬ 
mum  standards  at  three  levels  within  the  school  system  and  to 
conduct  a  periodic  review  of  the  basic  skills  improvement 
program. 

A  state  survey  of  the  asbestos  content  in  the  school  build¬ 
ings  showed  no  exposure  to  asbestos  in  either  the  Intermediate 
or  Junior-Senior  High  School  and  minimal  potential  hazard 
in  the  Elementary  School.  The  Committee  requested  further 
details  and  recommendations  on  means  to  eliminate  all  poten¬ 
tial  hazards. 
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The  Special  Educational  Division  of  the  State  Department 
of  Education  conducted  a  Compliance  Review  Audit  of  special 
needs  services  required  under  Chapter  766  and  P.L.94-142. 
The  evaluation  report  commended  available  special  needs 
services  and  cited  areas  of  non-compliance  primarily  at  the 
secondary  level.  Having  reassigned  responsibilities  of  present 
staff  members  and  hired  additional  teachers  certified  in 
special  education  we  feel  we  have  met  the  requirements  in 
all  areas  of  non-compliance. 

We  express  appreciation  to  Richard  E.  Gomes  and  Harold 
J.  Gabriel  who  served  on  the  Harwich  School  Committee  for 
nine  years  and  three  years  respectively  serving  the  educa¬ 
tional  needs  of  our  children. 

The  Committee  expresses  appreciation  to  other  Town  de¬ 
partments  for  their  cooperation,  to  the  Citizens  of  Harwich 
for  their  continued  support,  and  to  members  of  the  school 
staff  for  their  dedication.  Together  we  can  offer  the  students 
of  Harwich  an  outstanding  educational  experience.  It  is  to 
this  end  your  Committee  will  continue  to  work.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

After  20  years  in  education  it  becomes  abundantly  clear 
that  at  some  time,  in  some  place  a  popular  notion  or  theory 
will  resurface  again.  In  this  report  we  will  examine  some  of 
the  popular  notions  of  the  century  with  the  focus  of  today.  It 
will  become  obvious  that  we  continue  to  see  the  same  pro¬ 
blems,  hear  the  same  criticisms,  and  demand  more  and  more 
of  the  educational  system. 

During  the  first  four  decades  of  this  century  four  purposes 
dominated  public  discussion  of  education:  academic  disci¬ 
pline,  social  efficiency,  individual  development  and  vocational 
competence. 

In  the  last  40  years  three  more  complicated,  more  funda¬ 
mental  and  more  controversial  issues  dominated  the  educa¬ 
tional  scene.  They  are  the  search  for  freedom,  search  for 
equality  and  search  for  community. 

Academic  Discipline 

One  of  the  principal  ways  the  educational  profession  has 
responded  to  a  student  with  a  wider  range  of  abilities,  in¬ 
terests,  and  aspirations  is  to  reassert  the  intellectual  value  of 
academic  training.  The  training  to  be  derived  from  the 
specialized  scholarly  disciplines  have  continued  to  command 
the  loyalties  of  a  majority  of  secondary  teachers. 

Social  Efficiency 

An  increasing  strong  voice  has  called  upon  the  secondary 
schools  to  become  more  useful  for  the  real  everyday  life  that 
most  youth  will  have  to  live.  In  1900  the  special  objects  of 
attack  were  not  only  Latin  and  Greek  and  foreign  languages 
in  general  but  also  the  academic  subjects  that  did  not  directly 
serve  some  social  purpose. 

The  primary  purpose  of  education  for  social  efficiency 
was  to  prepare  the  individual  for  his  or  her  role  in  society  as 
it  really  exists.  The  seven  Cardinal  Principles  of  1918,  health, 
command  of  fundamental  processes,  worthy  home-member¬ 
ship,  vocation,  citizenship,  worthy  use  of  leisure  and  ethical 
character  were  intended  to  apply  to  elementary  as  well  as 
secondary  education. 
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Individual  Development 

Social  efficiency  and  academic  discipline  prompted  a 
chorus  of  voices  calling  for  increasing  individual  options.  The 
idea  of  individual  differences  linked  with  the  idea  of  indi¬ 
vidual  development  received  strong  support  from  the  psy¬ 
chological  testing  community,  child  development  psycholo¬ 
gists  and  the  guidance  counseling  movement. 

In  the  1930’s  the  Eight  Year  Study  of  the  Progressive 
Education’s  Commission  released  a  report  which  showed  that 
students  in  this  system  did  as  well  as  “traditional”  students 
in  the  regular  college  grades  and  outdid  them  on  personal  and 
social  accomplishments. 

The  effort  to  find  new  ways  to  capture  the  interest  and 
attention  of  disaffected  or  bored  youth  has  found  expression 
in  the  findings  of  several  national  commissions  of  the  1970’s. 
The  weight  of  concern  seems  to  be  on  the  individuals  needs 
and  interests  rather  than  on  the  values  of  society. 

The  median  years  of  schooling  completed  by  persons  over 
25  now  stands  at  12.3.  This  is  in  stark  contrast  to  only  9.3 
years  in  1950.  In  addition  the  percent  of  high  school  graduates 
is  now  over  75%. 

Vocational  Competence 

During  the  first  hundred  years  of  the  republic,  direct  and 
immediate  preparation  for  a  job  did  not  loom  high  in  the 
objectives  of  secondary  education.  Following  the  Civil  War, 
increasing  numbers  of  students  from  non-professional  and 
non-managerial  families  began  to  pour  into  the  secondary 
schools.  Clamor  soon  arose  for  the  public  schools  to  give 
•vocational  training  for  the  production  of  a  labor  force  for  the 
rapidly  industrializing  society. 

Economic  recession,  growing  unemployment,  financial  re¬ 
trenchment  for  educational  institutions  and  stabilizing  a  de¬ 
clining  enrollment  have  stimulated  a  new  drive  for  vocational 
competence. 

And  so  we  come  to  the  three  most  fundamental  purposes 
of  American  education,  the  search  for  freedom,  equality  and 
community. 

The  Search  for  Freedom 

The  search  for  freedom  has  made  education  a  major 
arena  for  conflict  among  the  rights  claimed  by  parents, 
teachers,  and  students  vis-a’-vis  the  authority  claimed  by 
church,  state  and  school. 
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Compulsory  attendance,  public  funds  for  private  schools, 
academic  freedom,  rights  of  students  and  a  whole  range  of 
alternatives  for  choice  raise  serious  questions  about  the  role 
and  authority  of  public  education  itself. 

Search  for  Equality 

The  search  for  equality  took  the  center  of  the  educational 
stage  in  the  1950’s  and  1960’s.  The  principal  is  clear,  the 
opportunity  of  an  education  is  a  right  which  must  be  made 
available  to  all  on  equal  terms. 

The  Jencks  report  and  the  Coleman  study  pointed  out  the 
acceptances  of  differences  in  human  beings,  the  existence  of 
inequality  in  society  and  the  Constitutional  imperatives  of 
equal  civil  and  educational  rights. 

Search  for  Community 

In  the  1920’s  Dewey  sensitized  us  to  our  search  for  condi¬ 
tions  under  which  the  Great  Society,  characterized  by  aggre¬ 
gated  collective  action,  may  become  the  Great  Community 
based  upon  a  moral  communal  life  that  is  emotionally,  in¬ 
tellectually  consciously  sustained. 

Individual  development  is  enhanced  rather  than  di¬ 
minished  if  fostered  within  the  concept  of  kindship  of  man¬ 
kind. 

The  1970’s 

In  1979  the  Gallup  poll  interviewed  people  to  find  the  ideal 
school.  Respondents  indicated  this  school  would  consist  of 
well  qualified  teachers,  strict  discipline,  more  emphasis  on 
basics,  increased  attention  to  career  selection  and  courses  to 
help  parents  help  their  children. 

During  the  decade  Harwich  Schools  have  concentrated  on 
the  basics  and  raised  achievement  considerably.  Discipline 
has  been  improved  with  the  result  the  vandalism  has  not 
been  the  problem  here  that  it  has  elsewhere.  We  have  con¬ 
centrated  on  looking  at  the  dynamic  needs  of  the  growing 
child. 

Across  the  country  it  is  abundantly  clear  that  our  philo¬ 
sophy  of  meeting  the  individual  needs  of  children  is  con¬ 
sistent  with  the  trend.  In  Washington  D.C.,  in  1979  a  new 
program  for  116,000  students  creating  a  personalized  lesson 
plan  allowing  them  to  move  through  the  curriculum  at  their 
own  rate  was  established. 
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Curriculums  are  being  overhauled  in  Philadelphia,  De¬ 
troit,  Chicago  and  New  Orleans.  Teachers  are  being  trained 
in  new  methods  and  students  are  being  urged  to  be  more 
serious. 

In  Philadelphia,  a  variety  of  reading  programs,  together 
with  time  for  silent  reading  and  cooperation  of  parents  has 
raised  the  score  of  a  poor  inner  city  school. 

On  the  Cape  schools  are  developing  curriculum  guides, 
discarding  the  practice  of  workbooks  for  each  student  and 
moving  toward  a  multi  text  approach;  all  practices  in  effect 
in  this  community. 

The  1980’s 

It  is  clear  that  education  in  the  decade  ahead  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  stress  the  disadvantaged  and  the  handicapped.  In  a 
recent  New  York  Times  interview,  the  Secretary  of  the  new 
Department  of  Education  stated,  “one  of  the  major  roles  of 
this  department  is  to  help  local  schools  in  turn  help  the  most 
disadvantaged  of  our  people.”  She  further  stated,  “no  dis¬ 
advantaged  youngsters  who  have  been  receiving  aid  under 
existing  special  programs  should  be  cut  adrift.” 

She  stressed  that  “those  least  able  to  bear  a  cutback  in 
services  are  the  children.”  This  means  that  school  commit¬ 
tees  must  speak  aggressively  for  public  education  and  assume 
control  and  direction  of  schools.  They  must  be  more  dil¬ 
igent  in  preserving  the  basic  purposes  for  which  public 
schools  were  established,  seek  more  aggressively  a  fair 
share  of  resources  for  schools  and  work  harder  for  improving 
educational  quality.  As  elected  officials  they  must  estab¬ 
lish  what  is  to  be  achieved  while  professional  educators 
must  decide  the  methods  for  reaching  the  goals. 

In  conclusion,  I  hold  that  the  two  principal  purposes  of 
education  are  to  enhance  the  uniqueness  of  each  child;  and 
to  assist  children  in  acquiring  the  skills  to  cope  with  their 
environment,  their  family,  their  friends,  their  school,  their 
community,  their  state,  nation  and  world- -and  beyond  that 
the  skills  to  change  their  environment  when  change  is  needed 

I  commend  the  following  highlights  prepared  by  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  administration  for  your  perusal: 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  —  Grades  K-4 

In  an  effort  to  continue  with  the  procedure  begun  sev¬ 
eral  years  ago,  I  will  continue  the  discussions  of  areas  of 
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the  elementary  school  as  they  pertain  to  curriculum.  In 
years  past  we  have  highlighted  kindergarten  and  grade  one 
among  other  areas.  This  year  I  should  like  to  describe  the 
work  of  the  resource  room. 

The  services  provided  in  the  resource  room  are  beyond 
the  realm  of  what  is  offered  within  the  regular  classroom 
setting.  Some  children  require  instructional  time  in  the 
classroom.  Other  children  need  instruction  which  is  dif¬ 
ferent  from  that  which  can  be  provided  within  the  classroom 
setting. 

Two  of  the  resource  rooms  provide  instruction,  primarily 
in  reading,  to  children  who  need  supplementary  instruction. 
These  children  usually  receive  30-45  minutes  of  reading  per 
day  in  addition  to  that  provided  by  the  classroom  teacher. 
The  children  work  on  phonics,  sight  words,  and  on  other 
skills  as  indicated  on  the  Individual  Educational  Plans. 

A  third  resource  room  services  children  who  need  a 
larger  block  of  time.  Here  the  focus  is  on  basic  reading  and 
math  skills,  oral  and  written  language  development  and  fine 
and  gross  motor  development.  The  room,  known  as  the  Learn¬ 
ing  Spot,  is  one  in  which  the  language  specialist,  the  motor 
development  specialist  and  the  generic  resource  specialist 
share  in  planning  and  providing  learning  experiences  for 
children  who  have  learning  needs  in  several  areas. 

The  past  year  has  seen  greater  involvement  of  parents 
in  the  school  program  both  in  visiting  classrooms  and  vol¬ 
unteering  to  work  with  the  children. 

We  actively  solicit  the  interest  of  parents  to  come  to 
their  school  and  see  their  children  at  work. 

Harwich  children  are  proud  of  their  school.  As  our  child¬ 
ren  go  out  of  school  on  field  trips,  they  are  complimented 
for  their  behavior  and  interest  wherever  they  go.  I  am  proud 
to  have  been  principal  of  the  Harwich  Elementary  School 
for  more  than  25  years.  It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with 
the  children,  the  dedicated  teachers,  and  the  parents  and 
townspeople. 

MIDDLE  SCHOOL  —  Grades  5  -  8 
Curriculum 

Grades  5  and  6  continues  its  balanced  program  of  basic 
skill  subjects  (math,  reading,  language  arts)  taught  in  the 
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morning  hours  with  assistance  from  part  time  co-teachers 
for  students  in  the  classroom  on  an  educational  plan.  An 
educational  plan  describes  specific  topics  which  must  be 
mastered  by  students  below  grade  level  in  an  effort  to  get 
them  caught  up.  Science  and  social  studies  are  generally 
taught  in  the  afternoon.  Exploratory  experiences  in  special 
subjects  such  as  music,  art,  drama,  physical  education  and 
health  round  out  the  program. 

Grades  7  and  8  began  implementation  this  year  of  the 
Title  IV-C  Grant  which  has  operated  successfully  for  the 
past  three  years  in  grades  5  and  6.  This  project  enables  reg¬ 
ular  classroom  teachers  to  better  meet  the  needs  of  students 
within  their  rooms.  In  grade  8  extra  academic  classes  have 
been  added  during  the  activity  period.  Two  classes  of  lan¬ 
guage  arts  enrichment  focusing  on  writing  skills  and  two 
classes  of  remedial  math  concentrating  on  computation  skills 
meet  four  times  per  week. 

i 

Student/Parent  Involvement 

Students  in  both  school  buildings  comprising  the  Middle 
School  participate  in  a  student  council  program.  Mrs.  Moran 
at  the  Junior  High  and  the  Messrs.  Relis  and  Stout  at  the 
Intermediate  School  assist  students  in  planning  and  con¬ 
ducting  social,  cultural,  fund  raising  and  community  service 
projects. 

Parents  continue  to  have  an  opportunity  to  discuss  and 
provide  input  into  the  school  program  through  regular  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Parents,  Teachers,  and  Friends  Organization 
(PTFO)  presently  serving  grades  K--6.  Junior  High  parents 
have  been  requested,  in  a  recent  monthly  newsletter,  to  in¬ 
dicate  their  interests  at  this  level.  Meetings  will  be  held  to  dis¬ 
cuss  issues  important  to  parents,  children  and  teachers. 
An  effort  is  underway  this  year  to  provide  additional  in¬ 
formation  about  school  programs  to  the  community  and  to 
solicit  input  for  future  planning. 

Special  Emphasis 

This  year  our  focus  is  on  mainstreaming  youngsters 
with  special  needs  into  the  regular  classroom  in  grades  7 
and  8  through  the  use  of  co-teachers.  Health  education  has 
been  instituted  this  year  as  a  special  subject  taught  by  Mrs. 
Hannigan  in  grades  5  through  8.  In  addition,  planning  and 
ultimate  approval  of  a  Basic  Competency  testing  and  re¬ 
mediation  plan  has  begun.  Program  implementation  is  slated 
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for  the  1980-1981  school  year.  Community  input  is  welcome 
and  specific  meetings  for  that  purpose  will  be  announced. 

Future  Plans 

The  feasibility  of,  and  possible  timetable  for,  vacating 
the  Intermediate  School  building  is  under  discussion  with 
staff.  Grades  5  and  6  would  move  into  the  Elementary 
building  when  sufficient  room  is  available. 

Evaluation  and  planning  must  be  undertaken  later  in 
this  school  year  to  insure  that  proper  remediation  capability 
exists  at  the  Middle  School  level  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
forthcoming  Basic  Competency  Program. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  --  Grades  9  -  12 
New  Courses 

Two  new  English  courses  have  been  added  to  the  cur¬ 
riculum.  Honors  English  11  and  Honors  English  12  were 
introduced  in  September.  Both  courses  are  a  full  year  in 
length  and  are  designed  for  the  more  highly  motivated  jun¬ 
iors  and  seniors.  The  two  courses  are  rigorous  and  broad  in 
scope. 

Up  to  this  year,  the  English  program  for  juniors  and 
seniors  consisted  of  a  number  of  one  semester  courses.  It  is 
felt  that  by  adding  the  challenging  year  long  courses,  the 
college  bound  students  will  be  better  prepared  for  their  post 
secondary  education. 

A  nine  week  course  in  SAT  taking  is  being  offered  to 
the  juniors  and  seniors.  The  prime  objective  of  the  course 
is  to  acquaint  students  with  the  kinds  of  items  they  will  be 
confronted  with  when  taking  the  SATs.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
students  completing  the  course  will  be  able  to  more  meth¬ 
odically  approach  the  real  tests  when  the  time  comes. 

NEASC 

In  1976  the  high  school  was  evaluated  and  given  a  five 
year  accreditation  rating  by  the  New  England  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges.  A  two  year  report  on  progress  relative 
to  their  recommendations  had  to  be  sent  to  the  Association 
in  August  of  1979.  The  report  was  accepted  by  the  Commis¬ 
sion.  The  five  year  report  is  due  March  1,  1982.  At  that  time, 
the  Commission  will  make  a  decision  relative  to  an  extension 
of  our  accreditation.  The  decision  will  be  based  on  our  con¬ 
tinued  progress  relative  to  their  recommendations.

In-service  Workshops 

Three  one-half  day  Chap.  766  (special  education)  work¬ 
shops  were  held  for  high  school  faculty  members  and  ad¬ 
ministrators.  During  the  three  sessions  the  people  attending 
were  schooled  in  all  aspects  of  the  mandated  law  so  as  to  be 
able  to  more  effectively  identify  and  provide  for  our  students’ 
needs. 

Basic  Skills  Minimum  Competencies 

A  committee  made  up  of  educators,  parents,  students, 
businessmen  and  retired  people  is  now  at  work  making  plans 
to  carry  out  the  MA  State  Basic  Skills  mandate. 

By  1981,  students  at  the  early  and  late  elementary  and 
secondary  levels  must  be  tested  in  Reading,  Writing,  and 
Math.  By  1982,  students  must  be  tested  in  the  areas  of  Lis¬ 
tening  and  Speaking  at  all  three  levels. 

Students  who  do  not  meet  the  established  minimum 
standards  must  be  remediated  until  such  time  as  they  can 
succeed. 

Anyone  who  is  interested  in  being  a  part  of  the  Study 
Committee  should  contact  one  of  the  Harwich  Administrators. 
All  meetings  are  open  to  interested  townspeople. 

In  Closing 

It  has  been  a  good  year  in  all  regards.  The  Harwich 
students  continue  to  be  a  most  cooperative  and  fine  group 
of  young  people. 

The  parents  and  other  townspeople  of  Harwich  have  been 
most  supportive  and  cooperative  in  helping  us  to  provide  our 
youth  with  a  good  education. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  PUPIL  PERSONNEL  SERVICES  — 

Grades  K-12 

State  legislation,  which  is  widely  publicized  and  strictly 
enforced,  has  enabled  any  child  with  a  defiency  which  affects 
learning  to  become  eligible  for  special  school  services.  In 
practice,  this  requires  that  all  chidren  achieving  below  ex¬ 
pectancy  or  exhibiting  behavioral,  speech,  or  physical  def¬ 
icits  receive  a  diagnostic  evaluation  and  any  remedial  ser¬ 
vices  necessary.  During  the  1978-79  school  year  196  students 
received  specialized  instruction,  psychological  services,  speech 
and  language  therapy,  or  motor  development  training. 

Such  remediation  can  be  accomplished  either  by  indi¬ 
vidual  modification  of  regular  class  instruction  or  by  direct 
services  of  a  specialist.  These  two  alternative  methods  are 
always  complementary  -  the  more  of  one,  the  less  need  of  the 
other.  Accordingly,  four  of  our  ten  specialized  teachers  were 
transferred  to  a  three-year  staff  development  program  which 
has  enabled  classroom  teachers  to  provide  effective  instruc¬ 
tion  for  students  formerly  served  in  resource  rooms.  Ac¬ 
cordingly,  the  proportion  of  students  in  Harwich  requiring 
special  educational  services  has  been  reduced  by  one-third 
during  the  last  four  years.  Despite  this  reduced  dependency 
on  special  education,  the  number  of  low  achieving  students 
on  standardized  test  of  basic  skills  in  grades  1-8  continues 
to  diminish  and  is  now  only  one-half  the  national  expectancy. 
If  the  necessary  support  for  such  classroom-based  special 
instruction  is  withdrawn,  it  seems  inevitable  that  supple¬ 
mental  services  must  again  expand. 

Language  development  which  is  essential  for  reading 
and  most  academic  learning  is  of  increasing  concern  in  the 
early  grades.  Presently,  intensive  language  training  is  pro¬ 
vided  in  small  groups  to  53  students  with  severe  to  mod¬ 
erate  deficits.  School  psychological  services  are  maintained 
for  73  students  with  behavioral  and  motivational  needs.  This 
early  intervention  avoids  the  later  alternative  placements 
and  clinical  services  required  for  disturbed  children  in  many 
schools.  Many  guidance  services  are  also  performed  by  these 
personnel. 

The  current  costs  of  these  special  educational  services 
are  entirely  defrayed  by  federal  grants  and  entitlements  and 
by  state  reimbursements.

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ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 
April  3,  5  and  9, 1979 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  held  in  the  High  School 
Gymnasium,  Oak  Street,  Harwich.  The  newly  elected  Moder¬ 
ator,  Michael  D.  Ford,  had  previously  been  sworn  to  his  duties 
by  the  Town  Clerk,  Ruth  B.  Ericson. 

At  7:30  P.M.,  the  Moderator  called  the  meeting  to  order, 
then  recessed,  giving  the  voters  still  checking  in  time  to 
enter  the  gymnasium.  A  quorum  was  declared  present  at  7:40 
P.M.  and  Mr.  Ford  called  on  the  Rev.  Charles  H.  Monbleau, 
D.D.  to  give  the  invocation.  (A  total  of  704  Registered  Voters 
attended  the  meeting.) 

The  Return  of  the  Warrant  was  read  by  the  Town  Clerk, 
Ruth  B.  Ericson. 

All  officials  elected  April  2,  1979,  who  were  present,  were 
sworn  to  duty  by  the  Moderator,  with  the  understanding  that 
the  other  newly  elected  officials  and  appointed  officials  would 
be  sworn  to  duty  by  the  Town  Clerk  at  their  earliest  con¬ 
venience.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  purchase  and  equip 
two  (2)  new  greens  mowers  and  to  trade  in  two  (2)  1973 
greens  mowers,  the  money  obtained  from  such  trade-in  to  be 
used  to  defray  the  cost  of  the  new  mowers  and  to  act  fully 
thereon.  By  request  of  the  Golf  Commission. 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  recondition  two  (2) 
1973  greens  mowers  under  the  direction  of  the  Harwich  Golf 
Commission  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Golf 
Commission. 

Article  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
School  Committee  to  dispose  of  by  sale,  donation,  or  other 
means,  unused  school  equipment  presently  being  used  by  the 
School  Department  and  to  act  fully  thereon.

Article  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  and  authorize  the  School 
Committee  to  contract  for  the  removal,  encapsulation,  or  con¬ 
tainment  of  asbestos,  and  for  reasonable  replacement  costs 
and  costs  related  to  proper  disposal  of  removed  asbestos  in 
the  Harwich  Elementary  School  and  to  act  fully  thereon.

1.  The  purpose  of  this  by-law  is  to  protect  the  foreshores 
and  wetlands  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  by  controlling  activities 
deemed  to  have  a  significant  effect  upon  wetland  values,  in¬ 
cluding  but  not  limited  to  the  following:  Public  or  private 
water  supply,  groundwater,  flood  control,  erosion  control, 
storm  damage,  water  pollution,  fisheries,  shellfish,  and  recre¬ 
ation.  No  person  shall  remove,  fill,  dredge,  or  alter  any  bank, 
fresh  water  wetland,  coastal  wetland,  beach,  dune,  flat,  marsh, 
meadow,  bog,  swamp,  or  lands  bordering  on  the  ocean  or  on 
any  estuary,  creek,  river,  stream,  pond  or  lake,  or  any  land 
under  said  waters  or  any  land  subject  to  tidal  action,  coastal 
storm  flowage,  or  flooding,  other  than  in  the  course  of  main¬ 
taining,  repairing  or  replacing,  but  not  substantially  changing 
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or  enlarging,  an  existing  and  lawfully  located  structure  or 
facility  used  in  the  service  of  the  public  and  used  to  provide 
electric,  gas,  water,  telephone,  telegraph  and  other  telecom¬ 
munication  services,  without  filing  written  notice  of  his  in¬ 
tention  so  to  remove,  fill,  dredge,  or  alter  and  without  receiv¬ 
ing  and  complying  with  an  order  of  conditions  and  provided 
all  appeal  periods  have  elapsed.  Such  notice  shall  be  sent  by 
certified  mail  to  the  Harwich  Conservation  Commission,  in¬ 
cluding  such  plans  as  may  be  necessary  to  describe  such  pro¬ 
posed  activity  and  its  effect  on  the  environment.  The  same 
notice,  plans  and  specifications  required  to  be  filed  by  an 
applicant  under  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  131, 
Section  40,  will  be  accepted  as  fulfilling  the  requirements  of 
this  by-law.  The  said  Commission,  in  its  discretion,  may  hear 
any  oral  presentation  under  this  by-law  at  the  same  public 
hearing  required  to  be  held  under  the  provisions  of  said  Chap¬ 
ter  131,  Section  40,  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.  Defi¬ 
nitions  set  forth  in  said  Chapter  and  Section  and  in  the 
regulations  issued  and  as  may  be  amended  by  the  Department 
of  Natural  Resources  thereunder,  are  hereby  made  a  part  of 
this  by-law. 

2.  The  term  “person”,  as  used  in  this  by-law,  shall  include 
any  individual,  group  of  individuals,  association,  partnership, 
corporation,  company,  business  organization,  trust,  estate,  the 
Commonwealth  or  political  subdivision  thereof,  administrative 
agency,  public  or  quasi-public  corporation  or  body,  or  any 
other  legal  entity  or  its  legal  representative,  agents  or  assigns. 

3.  The  Commission  shall  make  a  determination  as  to 
whether  or  not  this  by-law  applies  to  a  specific  situation  prior 
to  the  filing  of  a  written  notice  of  intent  under  the  provisions 
hereof,  within  ten  (10)  days  of  the  receipt  of  a  written  request 
sent  by  certified  mail  from  any  person  desiring  such  deter¬ 
mination.  The  Commission,  its  agent,  officers  and  employees, 
may  enter  upon  the  land  upon  which  the  proposed  work  is  to 
be  done  in  response  to  a  request  for  a  prior  determination  or 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  its  duties  under  this  by-law 
and  may  make  or  cause  to  be  made  such  examination  or  sur¬ 
vey  as  deemed  necessary. 

4.  The  Conservation  Commission  is  empowered  to  deny 
permission  for  any  removal,  dredging,  filling,  or  altering  of 
subject  lands  within  the  Town,  if  in  its  judgment,  such  de¬ 
nial  is  necessary  to  preserve  environmental  quality  of  either 
or  both  the  subject  lands  and  contiguous  lands.  Due  con¬ 
sideration  shall  be  given  to  possible  effects  of  the  proposal 
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on  all  values  to  be  protected  under  this  by-law  and  to  any 
demonstrated  hardship  on  the  petitioner  by  reason  of  a  de¬ 
nial,  as  brought  forth  at  the  public  hearing. 

5.  The  Commission  may,  as  an  alternative  to  a  denial,  im¬ 
pose  such  conditions  as  it  deems  necessary  to  contribute  to 
the  protection  and  preservation  of  subject  lands  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  purpose  of  this  by-law.  Any  Order  of  Condi¬ 
tions  issued  under  this  by-law  shall  be  subject  to  the  same 
constraints  and  be  identical  to  any  such  order  issued  by  the 
Harwich  Conservation  Commission  under  the  provisions  of 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  131,  Section  40. 

6.  The  provisions  of  this  by-law  shall  not  apply  to  any 
maintenance  of  drainage  and  flooding  systems  of  cranberry 
bogs,  to  work  performed  for  normal  maintenance  or  improve¬ 
ment  of  lands  in  agricultural  use. 

7.  The  notice  required  by  the  first  paragraph  of  this  by¬ 
law  shall  not  apply  to  emergency  projects  necessary  for  the 
protection  of  the  health  or  safety  of  the  citizens  of  Harwich 
and  to  be  performed  or  ordered  to  be  performed  by  an  ad¬ 
ministrative  agency  of  the  Commonwealth  or  by  the  Town. 
Emergency  projects  shall  mean  any  projects  certified  to  be 
an  emergency  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of 
Natural  Resources  and  the  Conservation  Commission  if  this 
by-law  and  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  131,  Sec¬ 
tion  40,  are  both  applicable,  or  by  the  Conservation  Com¬ 
mission  if  only  this  by-law  is  applicable.  In  no  case  shall  any 
removal,  filling,  dredging  or  alteration  authorized  by  such 
certification  extend  beyond  the  time  necessary  to  abate  the 
emergency  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Har¬ 
wich  Conservation  Commission. 

Article  39.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.00)  to  be 
added  to  the  Conservation  Fund  established  under  General 
Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  5,  Clause  51,  to  be  spent  under  the 
direction  of  the  Conservation  Commission  and  to  act  fully 
thereon.  By  request  of  the  Harwich  Conservation  Commission. 

Article  40.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  and  authorize  the  Select¬ 
men  to  purchase  or  take  by  eminent  domain  a  certain  parcel 
of  land  situated  in  Harwich  Center  and  described  as  follows: 

BEGINNING  at  the  southwest  corner  of  the  described 
parcel  at  a  point  on  the  easterly  right-of-way  line  of  Island 
Pond  Road, 
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THENCE  by  said  right-of-way  line,  N5  -  35'  -  50"W  a  dis¬ 
tance  of  74.21  feet  to  a  point; 

THENCE  by  the  Island  Pond  Cemetery,  S87  -  30'  -  50"E  a 
distance  of  373.57  feet  to  a  point; 

THENCE  by  land  of  the  First  Congregational  Church  of 
Harwich,  S10  -  34'  -  10"W  a  distance  of  74.21  feet  to  a  point;

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000.00)  to  be 
used  for  the  construction  of  Christmas  lighting  for  the  Town. 
Such  funds  to  be  spent  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Har¬ 
wich  Junior  Woman’s  Club  and  others. 

Article  46.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  in¬ 
stalling,  repairing,  maintaining  and  removing  Christmas 
lights  and  decorations  along  business  sections  in  Town;  said 
money  to  be  spent  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Harwich 
Junior  Woman’s  Club. 

Article  47.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  form  a  “Street 
Lighting  Committee”  to  conduct  an  inventory  of  Harwich’s 
street  lights  to  check  illumination  against  the  electric  com¬ 
pany’s  bill.  Said  Committee  shall  consist  of  seven  (7)  mem- 
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bers  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  three  (3)  are  to  be  repre¬ 
sentatives  (one  (1)  each)  of  the  Fire,  Police  and  Highway 
Departments.  This  group  will  be  first  convened  no  later  than 
July  1  to  determine  course  of  action.  Their  safety  and  econ¬ 
omic  recommendations  will  be  officially  requested  for  electric 
company  changes  before  August  15  and  to  act  fully  thereon. 
By  petition. 

Article  48.  That  the  Town  approve  /the  taking  of  neces¬ 
sary  lands  on  the  south  side  of  Lower  County  Road  west  of 
Riverside  Drive  for  the  purpose  of  flattening  the  curve  on 
that  road  in  accordance  with  a  plan  of  Town  Engineer  Martin 
Moran,  dated  November  30,  1979  and  that  the  Town  vote  the 
necessary  funds  for  appraisal,  damages,  construction  and 
widening  of  Lower  County  Road  in  the  Highway  Department 
1980  budget  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto  and 
to  act  fully  'thereon.  By  petition. 

Article  49.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.00)  to  ac¬ 
quire,  equip,  repair  and  maintain  U.S.  Government  surplus 
equipment  for  various  departments  of  the  Town.  Said  funds 
to  be  spent  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men. 

Article  50.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  be  added  to  the  Em¬ 
ployment  Security  Account  as  required  by  General  Laws, 
Chapter  151A  as  amended  by  Chapter  720  of  the  Acts  of  1977 
and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men. 

Article  51.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  purchase  tires  for  the 
front-end  loader  used  at  the  Disposal  Area  and  to  act  fully 
thereon.  By  request  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

Article  52.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
“Zoning  Map  of  Harwich,  Massachusetts”  as  described  in  Sec¬ 
tion  III,  Paragraph  B,  “Establishment  of  Zoning  Districts”  of 
the  Zoning  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Harwich,  Massachu¬ 
setts,  by  adjusting  the  Westerly  line  of  the  “Industrial-Lim¬ 
ited”  district  (I-L)  between  Flax  Pond  and  Route  6  to  follow 
the  Easterly  line  of  the  New  Bedford  Gas  and  Edison  Light 
Company  easement  between  Flax  Pond  and  Queen  Anne  Road, 
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thence  Easterly  by  Queen  Anne  Road,  thence  Northerly  by 
Factory  Road  to  the  Route  6  right-of-way,  as  shown  on  the 
accompanying  sketch  map  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  re¬ 
quest  of  the  Planning  Board. 


Article  53.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the

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Article  54.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Town  of  Harwich  Zoning  By-Law,  Section  n,  Definitions,  by 
adding  the  following  new  definition  'to  be  inserted  after  the 
designation  of  DWELLING,  ONE-FAMILY  to  read  as  follows: 

“DWELLING,  UNRESTRICTED  TWO-FAMILY:  A  de¬ 
tached  building  containing  two  dwelling  units  whether  side 
by  side,  over  each  other  or  in  any  combination  without  limi¬ 
tation  on  the  size  of  'the  dwelling  units. 

DWELLING,  RESTRICTED  TWO-FAMILY:  An  owner/ 
occupied  building  containing  two  dwelling  units,  one  of  which 
consists  of  not  more  than  one  bedroom,  one  living  room,  one 
bathroom  and  one  kitchenette  and  has  in  the  case  of  dwell¬ 
ings  constructed  before  January  1,  1980,  a  net  floor  area  of 
not  more  than  550  square  feet  and  in  the  case  of  dwellings 
constructed  after  January  1,  1980,  a  net  floor  area  of  not 
more  than  450  square  feet,  provided  in  the  case  of  dwellings 
constructed  before  January  1,  1980,  but  converted  to  restricted 
two-family  use  after  said  date,  the  Special  Permit  granting 
authority  may  not  authorize  any  addition  to  such  a  building 
to  provide  for  a  floor  area  of  more  than  450  square  feet  in  one 
of  the  dwelling  units. 

And  to  further  amend  said  By-Law,  Section  V,  Use  Regu¬ 
lations,  subparagraph  D,  Table  of  Use  Regulations,  Table  1, 
Paragraph  I,  Residential  Uses,  by  adding  to  said  table  a  new 
subparagraph  of  Paragraph  1  to  read  and  be  designated  as 
follows: 

“2a.  Restricted  two-family  dwelling:” 

Said  use  as  listed  in  the  table  is  to  be  allowed  on 
special  permit  from  the  Board  of  Appeals  in  all  zoning  dis¬ 
tricts  except  the  CH-2  and  I-L  zoning  districts  in  which  zon¬ 
ing  districts  said  use  is  prohibited.

“Unrestricted  two-family  dwelling:  Unrestricted  two- 
family  dwellings  to  be  prohibited  in  all  zoning  districts.” 

And  to  further  amend  said  By-Law,  Section  VI,  Area, 
Height  and  Bulk  Regulations,  paragraph  D.  Further  Regu¬ 
lations,  by  deleting  subparagraph  3  of  paragraph  D  and  in¬ 
serting  in  place  thereof  a  new  subparagraph  3  to  read  as 
follows: 

“3.  In  all  districts  where  one-family  dwellings  are  per¬ 
mitted  or  where  restricted  two-family  dwellings  are  allowed 
on  special  permit  from  the  Board  of  Appeals  not  more  than 
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one  single  family  dwelling  or  not  more  than  one  restricted 
two-family  dwelling  may  be  erected,  placed  or  maintained  on 
a  lot.” 

And  to  further  amend  said  By-Law,  Section  IX,  Off- 
Street  Parking  Regulations,  Table  4,  Off-Street  Parking 
Standards,  by  adding  to  Table  4  after  the  designation,  “Single 
Dwelling  Unit”  in  the  column  marked  Use,  the  new  designa¬ 
tion,  “Restricted  two-family  dwelling”  and  opposite  said  new 
designation  in  the  column  designated  “Number  of  Parking 
Spaces  Per  Unit”,  add  the  following,  “one  and  one  half”. 

And  to  further  amend  said  By-Law,  Section  IV,  Para¬ 
graph  B,  Application,  to  read  as  follows: 

“B.  APPLICATION:  Except  as  herein  provided  or  as 
specifically  exempted  by  the  Zoning  Act,  the  provisions  of 
this  By-Law  shall  apply  to  the  erection,  construction,  recon¬ 
struction,  alteration  or  use  of  buildings  and  structures  and 
to  the  use  and  creation  of  lots.  As  provided  herein  and  in 
the  Zoning  Act,  existing  uses  and  structures  lawfully  estab¬ 
lished  or  constructed  which  do  not  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  By-Law  may  continue  as  non-conforming.  Existing 
lots  lawfully  laid  out  by  plan  or  deed  which  complied  at  the 
time  of  layout  with  applicable  provisions  of  Zoning  By-Laws, 
if  any,  may  be  built  upon  for  single  family  or  restricted  two- 
family  dwelling  purposes  provided:” 

And  to  further  amend  said  Paragraph  B,  subparagraph 
(a)  to  read  as  follows: 

“(a)  Said  lots  have  fifty  (50)  feet  of  frontage  and  five 
thousand  (5,000)  square  feet  of  area  in  the  case  of  single 
family  dwellings  and  fifty  (50)  feet  of  frontage  and  ten  thou¬ 
sand  (10,000)  square  feet  of  area  in  the  case  of  restricted  two- 
family  dwelling  use.” 

And  to  further  amend  said  By-Law,  Section  X,  paragraph 
G  (1)  to  read  as  follows: 

“1.  In  applying  for  a  special  permit,  the  applicant  need 
not  demonstrate  hardship.  In  granting  a  special  permit,  the 
Board  of  Appeals  or  Planning  Board,  with  due  regard  to  the 
nature  and  condition  of  all  adjacent  structures  and  uses  and 
the  district  within  which  the  same  is  located,  shall  find  all 
of  the  following  general  conditions  to  be  fulfilled: 

(a)  The  use  requested  is  listed  in  Table  1,  Use  Regula¬ 
tions,  as  a  use  which  is  allowed  on  special  permit  in  the  zon¬ 
ing  district  wherein  the  subject  parcel  is  located. 
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(b)  The  requested  use  will  not  have  a  detrimental  effect 
on  the  general  convenience  or  welfare  of  the  public  or  the 
neighborhood. 

And  to  further  amend  said  By-Law,  Section  X,  paragraph 
G,  by  adding  the  following  new  subparagraph  3  to  read  as 
follows : 

“3.  The  Board  of  Appeals  in  acting  upon  an  application 
for  special  permit  to  establish  a  restricted  two- family  dwell¬ 
ing  use  shall  in  addition  to  finding  the  general  conditions 
established  herein  to  be  fulfilled  find  the  following: 

(a)  The  shape  of  the  subject  lot,  access  to  the  lot  and 
provisions  for  parking  are  adequate  to  insure  that  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  restricted  two-family  use  will  harmonize  with 
adjacent  single  family  residential  uses,  if  any. 

(b)  The  parking  requirement  by  the  By-Law  can  be  pro¬ 
vided  and  is  delineated  on  a  plan  submitted  by  the  applicant. 

(c)  The  proposed  use  can  be  established  conformably 
to  any  private  deed  restrictions  applicable  to  the  subject  locus. 

(d)  In  granting  a  special  permit  the  Board  may  impose 
conditions  to  regulate  access,  parking,  placement  of  entrances 
and  exits  in  the  building,  fencing  of  parking  areas  or  en¬ 
trances  and  exits  and  such  other  features  of  the  proposed 
use. 

and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Planning 
Board.
